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On 9/lV 6o > NY 2359-S* advised that there was 
a meeting of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests held 
in CP Headquarters, NYC, on that date. Among those 
in attendance were:

HY LUMER pointed out that work is well under way 
for the welcoming cf KHRUSHCHEV and otherheads of governssent 
to the United Nations General Assembly, He noted that a 
folder is being issued by the National Council of American 
Soviet Friendship. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON said that the American Committee 
on African Affairs, together with the Caribbean Committee, 
have extended invitations to other delegations to attend 
a reception to be held on the 24th or 25th of September 
in Harlenits largest auditorium on 155th Street. (The name 
of the auditorium was not mentioned but the reference 
was apparently to the Rockland Palace Ballroom, 280 West 
155th Street, New York City.) PATTERSON said that there 
would be a charge of $5.00 and hors D'oeuveres are being 
served. According to PATTERSON, the question has been 
raised as to whether the Government will object on the basis 
of security. He said that if such an objection is raised, 
the speaking point will be used that men who are dealing with 
international questions in which the Negro is deeply 
interested and involved, are being shunted away from the 
centers of Negro population in the country and are not allowed 
to discuss these matters. 
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(The foregoing was furnished to the Bureau by 
teletype dated captioned, "CP, USA - INTERNATIONAL 

RELATIONS, IS - C") 

ARNOLD JOHNSON then spoke in answer to charges 
of factionalism against him, Ke said that he Understood 
that the New York State leadership wa3 composed of three 
people, namely, WILLIAM PATTERSON, CLARENCE HATHAWAY and 
himself. He commented that, however, at a later date, 
HATHAWAY changed this and made all staff members equal. 
According to JOHNSON, this resulted in a disorganised 
situation in the leadership. He said that as Vice-chairman 
he was Unable to even learn the status of the New York State 
Party organization and on such matters as dictating a letter 
or obtaining a postage stamp, he had to get permission from 
(WILLIAM) ALBERTSON. 

JOHNSON then pointed out that the building of 
"our Party"has to involve the establishing of an independent 
role and "we would do better if we figure out how to get 
people into our Party." JOHNSON then commented that HATHAWAY* s 
report was a very unfortunate approach to the question of 
leadership as it did not give the whole picture, JOHNSON 
pointed out that he did not disagree with GUS (HALL) on 
unity for the Party. He noted that he himself has always 
worked for unity. JOHNSON claimed that there is a need for 
"shirt-sleeve discussion" and stated that frankness is not 
factionalism. In conclusion, JOHNSON said that there is 
a need for "something to really create a challenge in the 
Party. " 

JACK STACHEL said that first and foremost there 
has to be full agreement on line, including its application, 
between the New York State and Rational leadership. 
According to STACHEL, JOHNSON has not adjusted himself to 
this question. You cannot have a CP when you have confusion 
of line and confusion in leadership. STACHEL continued, 
"I do not care what you call it but you do not have a united 
Party in New York." The first thing that must be settled 
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is that the National leadership has to guarantee to bring 
together the New York leadership with a national policy* 
STACIIEL said that JOHNSON Is an older comrade with considerable 
experience who should fight for the Party's line. Further, 
that JOHNSON, although part of the National leadership, does 
not act like a national leaders STACHSL remarked that 
"JOHNSON*s statement (today) lacked both a basic approach 
and a basic line* 31 

With reference to the New York leadership, STACHEL 
stated that there are comrades who have to realize that they 
have been on the wrong track and "co&rade JOHNSON has a lot 
to think over/ 1 

HY LUMSR claimed that although the Tarty came 
out of the National Contention with a united line, thi3 did 
not mean that everyone supported* this line* He noted that 
there were differences and that since the 17th . Convention, 
there has been a group which opposes the policies of the 
Convention* According to LUMER, It is no great secret that 
such differences exist, for MILT ROSEN has said that there are 
political differences that must be resolved ♦ 

LUMER stated that he felt that there was a factional 
operation In the New York District and he did not consider 
BILL (ALBERTSON) to be the source of that operation* He 
continued that the Party has reached the point where unity 
must be the paramount consideration* Concerning (ARNOLD) 
JOHNSON'S record, LUMER stated that his past record was good 
but anyone seeing his present activities would not recognize 
him* 

With respect to the resolution on peace, LUMER 
stated that It was a reaffirmation of the basic Party 
position and noted that JOHNSON failed to fight for it when 
It was challenged ♦ LUMER described this failure on 
JOHNSON 1 s part as "paying around with factionalism," LUMER 
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stated that certain people were guilty of "distorting" 
and MILT (ROSEN) was one of these ♦ XUMER said that the 
situation must be dealt with by having a full discussion 
with the New York leadership on all of these questions* 

IRVING POTASH stated that this situation must 
be resolved on the basis of fighting for the Party line 
**n& of everyone pulling together with the leadership 
for the growth and morale of the Party, and to fulfill the 
ta3k of the Party* He said that differences of tactics 
and interpretation should be discussed but once a decision 
is made by the Party, everyone must work along that line* 

GUS HALL expressed concern over the possibility 
of the Trotskyltes making in-roads in the Party and stated 
that the leadership must "do a political job on Trotskyism 
as a whole." 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE, in discussing the New York 
factional situation, said that he thought "we must use the 
dialectical approach, that truth is concrete/' He said 
that they must not underestimate the effect of a steady 
flow of propaganda from the Right or Left* WEINSTONE indicated 
that he considered MILT ROSEN the political leader of the 
"leftist tendency" in the New York District* He also observed 
that PAULY (ROBESON, JR f ) has strong Negro Nationalist 
tendencies which must be dealt with* WEINSTONE characterized 
MILT ROSEN as being irresponsible* He called for more Party 
discipline and militancy and stated that this situation 
must be dealt with on the basis of "line" by having a sharp 
"ideological; political and if necessary, organizational 
struggle*" 

PHIL BART said that the Party cannot develop 
youth forces who are infected with cynicism* Ke described 
cynicism as the mark of factionalism* According to BART, 
under the current Party leadership, comrades are "shopping 
for ideas" from various leaders in the Party* He said that 
under a united leadership such "shopping" would not be 
possible, BART noted that he did not consider that Party 
unity necessarily means complete unanimity on every question* 
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He said that the question in the Party is not whether the 
NEC decision was a correct one but rather was the NEC 
method a correct one. 

DANNY RUBIN stated that youth are greatly 
affected by factionalism and the New York District cannot 
move ahead on youth work until factionalism in New York 
is ended, RUBIN commented that without success in New 
York, it would be very difficult to establish any national 
youth movement, 

BEN DAVIS stated that it was his opinion that the CP 
is "essentially healthy in New York," even though the 
division and factionalism of Party leadership in New York 
has had its effects. DAVIS Indicated that he felt inadequately 
prepared on some questions and therefore would like i 
additional information from various quarters in the Party 
on three points: 

1) The party's mass line and work. 

2) The Internal situation in the Party. 

3) Leadership and organization. 

DAVIS stated that the Party must go deeper than 
personalities to end factionalism and the State Board and 
State Committee must take a position on this. 

According to DAVIS, the question must be considered 
on its political basis, that is, why it is important to change 
Party organization to improve it. He said that changes being 
made should not be presented as having been made simply 
because of lack of funds, DAVIS said that to bring an end 
to factionalism, the Party must "bust it up." In line with 
this, he said that he favors getting rid of WILLIAM ALBERTSON, 
JIM (TORMEY), and BETTY (GANNETT) • DAVIS characterized 
ALBERTSON as "factional through and through" to such an 
extent as to be unbearable. 

In conclusion, DAVIS commented that at the coming 
State Committee meeting, the Party leadership should simply 
lay down the law that factional behaviour will not be 
tolerated. 

- 6 - 
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GUS HALL spoke and made reference to the 
procuring for the Party a <>opy of the document dealing 
with the vanguard role played by the CP in Cuba. He 
said that the document discussed among other things why 
the CP did not join FIDEL CASTRO at the outset ct his 
revolution. He said the document discusses specifically 
the vanguard work ^performed' by the CP among trade unions 
and farmers in CubaC The informant was unable to 
determine the'title of the. document referred to by HALL, 

WILLIAM PATTERSON* commenting on his trip, 
said that it was a" wonderful opportunity to travel abroad, 
especially to 'travel in the Socialist world. He remarked 
that unity of the Party must be fought for and the fight 
begins at ' the top. PATTERSON accused the Party leadership 
of "failing to take advantage" of certain questions 
produced by the 17th National Convention. He said that 
certain organizational steps taken at the Convention 
projected the situation in which the Party finds* itself. 

PATTERSON felt that an "organizational struggle 
for position"- took, place at the 17th Convention and that 
there were comrades who left the Convention completely 
dissatisfied with certain organizational discrepancies. 
PATTERSON described PAUL ROBESON, JR.c as ;.an;extremely^able 
comrade' but said his attitude toward Party leadership 
has been alarming for some time. He recommended that 
comrades should be assigned to- discuss ROBESON'S attitude 
vjith him as regards Party leadership, ' : 

Continuing, PATTERSON commented that the 
relationship of the New York leadership to the national 
leadership can affect the unity of the entire .Party. He 
paid the New York District has an -important? rolei tp play 
with regard 1 to Negro national organizations \ and in ,eontaot» 
ing Negro leaders; He said the Party must. .give* ideologioal 
leadership that can be utilized by -the Negro forces. 
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With regard to the American Negro Labor Council (ANLC), 
PATTERSON stated .number of lessons wex*e learned in Detroit, 
He said the Party must think of the ANLC as a mass organiza- 
tion not only in terms of Negro trade unions but also as 
a force in the labor movement as a whole. 

In concluding, PATTERSON commented that something 
drastic has to be done as regards the New York State 
leadership situation. He said bringing this to the attention 
of the Party will help the whole ideological struggle and 
will unify the Party. 

IRVING POTASH stated that agreement should be 
reached in the Party as to the role WILLIAM Z. FOSTER is to 
play. POTASH stated that FOSTER can advance ideas, submit 
documents and statements without having them become the 
basis for internal struggle in the Party. He said that 
the allowing of the ideas advanced by Comrade FOSTER to 
cause internal struggle in the Party is abusing the role 
which FOSTER has played and can continue to play in 
the Party. 

CLAUDS LIGHTFOOT said that a receivership for 
the Nevr York District must be appointed by the Secretariat 
in order thsfc the leadership of the New York District can 
be reorganized. GUS HALL commented that the challenge of 
the Party leadership comes from an "infantile bookishness" 
which cannot even be considered part of the left. HALL 
said there is a vicious sniping campaign constantly taking 
place and we have reached the point where the standards 
of the Party must be raised, including the standards of 
unity. 

"I" will not give support for any office in 
this Party to comrades who hold negative and disruptive 
influences which hold back the work of the Party* HALL 
said this must be a basic criteria for leadership. He 
saidvthe Parity has not maintained Communist standards 
of putting a leadership together and has not had a Leninist 
approach to unity. 
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HALL said the leaders In the Industrial 
Division of the Party are the ones who gripe and 
speak openly against the leadership of the Party. 
He said that he had visited< BILL FOSTER recently 
and they had nothing In which they disagreed upon. 
HALL said that because of WILLIAM Z. POSTER 1 s advanced 
age the comrades should not involve him In problems 
concerning the New York leadership. 

HALL described BETTY (GANNETT?) as having 
displayed a deep-seated subjectivity which he said is 
continuous and flares up with regard to political 
questions. JIM (TORMEY?) does not agree with the 20th 
and 21st Congresses (CPSU) and "I" do not know what 
kind of a role he can play unless he develops a deeper 
understanding of these Congresses. HALL said "we" have 
put CLARENCE HATHAWAY in a difficult position because 
he does not have a team to work with; HALL said that 
in his opinion the elected leadership of PATTERSON 
(WILLIAM L.), JOHNSON (ARNOLD) AND HATHAWAY (CLARENCE) 
could have made "a hell of a team, a powerful one. 11 
He said, however, that It Is the responsibility of 
leadership to put an end to the slanderous and vicious 
attacks that have gone on against the Party, Otherwise, 
"we will have to look elsewhere for leadership." In 
concluding HALL stated that the Party must be placed above 
everything else. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that he does not put 
MILT (ROSEN?), EVIE (EVELYN WIENER) and ESTHER (CANTOR) 
in the same category with ARNOLD (JOHNSON) . HATHAWAY 
criticized ARNOLD (JOHNSON) for appeasing the above three- 
named Individuals. 

HATHAWAY proposed that r following this meeting 
a committee be set up to include himself, (ARNOLD) JOHNSON 
and some members of the Secretariat to discuss how best to 
proceed with this question of leadership. He said that 
ROSEN, WIENER and CANTOR follow the line of "ingrained 
cynicism" regarding all questions that come up concerning 
leadership. He said this is the sort of thing that must be 
erased. 
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HATHAWAY commented that (ARNOLD) JOHNSON has 
to decide whether he is going to'-,be a part of leadership 
which upholds the Party line and does not apologize for it. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said that he is bothered because 
in the struggle for unity and the application of the Party 
line, the line takes its meaning as it is applied, which, 
he said, is a mass application. He said that the comrades 
most under attack are those comrades who spend most of 
their time in the application of the Party line. 

Informant advised that a committee was then J 
formed consisting of ARNOLD JOHNSON, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, j 
GUS HALL, HY LUMER and WILL WEINSTONE to discuss the * 
question of leadership and to bring in a proposal to a 
future meeting of the Secretariat. Informant noted that 
no date was specified. 

GUS HALL then stated that the Secretariat has 
to decide something with regard to the New England situation. 
HfiDL proposed that if there was no acceptance of the line of 
the National Committee by HOMER BATES CHASE, then his 
resignation should be accepted and the State Committee 
(New England) be asked to elect a new leadership. 

WILL WEINSTONE commented that if there was any 
factionalism in the Party, it was in Massachusetts. He 
proposed that a delegation of three from the National 
Coraiittee be sent to Boston and* to visit each club 
in order to win over the comrades one by one. The informant 
advised that most of the people present disagreed with the 
delegation proposal to Boston but recommended that HY LUMER 
go to New England this weekend regarding the situation. 

GUS HALL stated that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT was in town 
primarily for discussion involving JIM JACKSON. He said 
that JACKSON is vacationing this week in order to take his 
daughter to college and that the discussions involving 
LIGHTFOOT would be held on Tuesday, at 10:00 a.m., on 9/20/60.

"The world today is divided into two camps, namely, 
the socialist camp and the imperialist camp. The 
Communis ts must remember that coexistence today is a 
part of the class struggle. The policy on coexistence 
was first adopted at the 20th Congress of the CP of the 
Soviet Union; it was reaffirmed again at the 21st Con- 
gress of the CP, Soviet Union; and still again reaffirmed 
at the Bucharest Conference of the CPs of socialist 
countries. 

"In taking its position the CP of the Soviet Union 
has taken into consideration what is best for the work- 
ing class throughout the world. This question of co- 
existence was not an isolated slogan that was used with- 
out much consideration but a slogan that took into con- 
sideration the realities of today. The socialist 
countries are in a position today, because of their 
strength, to stop war and to not allow mankind to pay 
the costs of a nuclear war. A nuclear war today would 
mean the annihilation of all mankind. Therefore, the 
CP of the Soviet Union and the CPs throughout the world 
are doing everything they can to avert war. 

"In 1916 there was no power to stop the imperialistic 
powers of the world from engaging in an imperialist war. 
IENIN called this period the epoch of imperialism. 
Today we have entered a new epoch - a new development 
of socialism in the struggle for peace. Because the 
socialist countries have grown economically as well as 
militarily, they are today in a position to halt develop- 
ments toward a war. Therefore, the struggle for co- 
existence is a part of the class struggle. The point 
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"of Issue in which CPs of the socialist countries 
differ from the CP of China arises from the fact 
that the Chinese CP has drawn different conclusions 
in its struggle against war. The CP of China is not 
particularly against coexistence but it does believe 
that war is inevitable. The CP of China believes the 
imperialist countries will never give up the idea of 
war and will not be satisfied until they have brought 
the destructive forces of warfare to an all-out effort 
to destroy the socialist world. The majority of the CPs 
in discussing the question of peaceful coexistence are 
not just indulging in hopeful thinking but are looking 
at what has taken place throughout the world to prove 
coexistence is possible. If it had not been for the 
help given by the socialist countries to other places 
in the world, the French and English imperialists would 
have never given up the Sue2 Canal, nor would it have 
been possible for Cuba, after its revolution, to take 
the steps it did toward nationalization without a 
wholesale intervention on the part of the United States 
of America.

On 9/19/60, NY 2359-S* advised that there was a meeting 
of the CP, US A Secretariat and invited guests held at CP Head- 
quarters, New York City, on that date. Among those in attendance 
were GUS HALL, who presided as chairman, BEN DAVIS, JR.,. HY 
LUMER, IRVING POTASH, JACK STACHEL, WILLIAM WEINSTONE, JAMES 
JACKSON, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and PHIL BART, 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY suggested that "The Worker" should 
carry a verbatim reprint of Premier KHRUSHCHEV'S speech upon 
embarking in New York City on 9/19/60. 

HY LUMER next presented an "outline, report 11 which he 
said would omit the "gory details" of the New England District 
Committee meeting. LUMER sharply criticized HOMER CHASE and 
his supporters for their continued opposition to the Party 
line, and, in particular, to their opposition to the national 
leadership. LUMER indicated that this opposition centered^ 
mainly around the policies of peace and the elections* 

LUMER stated that the Party's resolution on peace 
,f was tabled by a 5 to 3 vote" at the meeting* He said acceptance 
of the Party's resolution on the elections was deferred by a 
6 to 2 vote, pending the receipt of further clarification oh 
the resolution from tha national leadership. 

Continuing, LUMER stated that a "control commission" 
consisting of f ive members was also instituted at the meeting at 
the request of HOMER CHASE, According to LUMER, the purpose of 
this commission, which he said is controlled by CHASE,, will be 
to seek out and reactivate people formerly active in district 
affairs, LUMER described the comrades in the New .England 
District as being confused concerning national policy because 
they learned of this policy only through CHASE, He said that 
the Party must take "decisive action" on this situation, and 
not permit it to continue, LUMER noted that there is "no one 
there at the moment who can, step into the breach" and the Party 
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must locate someone in order to save a large bloc of the 
membership. 

LUMER said that the meeting. was conducted in a 
"completely factional atmosphere" and comprised"one of the 
most disgraceful meetings" he had ever attended in his life. 
LUMER accused HOMER CHASE of stating that "all members of the 
District Committee are obliged to follow decisions of the 
District Committee as it sees the national policy." LUMER 
said that, in effect, HOMER CHASE made the district leadership 
superior to the national leadership. He said that he had 
questioned the validity of the District Committee meeting 
inasmuch as four of its twelve members were absent. 

Continuing, LUMER remarked that HOMER CHASE 's position 
is closely allied With that of the CP of China. He said CHASE 
argues that according to the CP Constitution, only the National 
Committee can make policy and that the National Executive 
Committee is not so empowered; therefore, NEC documents need 
not be accepted as definitive policy statements* 

LUMER, in conclusion, urged that the Party act against 
HOMER CHASE and his cupporters. He said provision must be made 
to reach the district membership independent of CHASE in order 
to effect the desired notion. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE favored action by the Party in the 
form of assigning a throe-man committee to organize a conference 
of the New England District organization because of the crisis 
there. WEINSTONE opposed the removal of CHASE and his executive 
leadership for fear thac the Party would lose an important section 
of membership. WEINSTONE was also in favor of reaching the 
district membership independent of CHASE. He stated that up to 
the present, the district membership in New England has been 
receiving national policy and the Party line ' "through a CHASE 
filter." 
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BEN DAVIS said that the National Committee must 
take some action. There should be a membership meeting, 
perhaps in Boston* The National Secretariat should send 
a committee headed by GUS HALL and consisting of HY LUMER 
and himself (DAVIS), According to DAVIS, the principal 
issues that exist between the National Office and the New 
England District are: 

1. That they are in violation of national policy 
on election matters and on other matters. 

2. They are in violation of Democratic centralism 
which is a basic question. 

3» They are conducting a factional struggle against 
the line of the Party and the national leadership. 

DAVIS said that this should be presented to the 
membership of the New England District, perhaps by GUS HALL, 
and that the membership be called upon to correct the 
situation by electing a new leadership. The committee 
selected by the Secretariat should explain the Party 1 s 
election policy to the New England District. The role 
of the Party must be spelled out to the New England District. 
The Party should not cut itself off f rom the forces which would 
vote the Trotskyite ticket in protest against the candidates 
of the two major parties. The Party must find a way to 
distinguish between the Chase-type of sectarianism (HOMER 
CHASE) from that of the right wing and revisionists in the 
Party and out of the Party. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT suggested that the question of the 
New England District leadership be brought up before the 
National Committee. 

PHIL BART remarked: "HOMER CHASE is either a fool 
or an adventurer". According to BART, CHASE does not reflect 
the attitude of all the Comrades in the New England District* 
The Comrades from Pall River and Beverly are not with him. 
BART suggested that a meeting of the New England District 
be organised to repudiate CHASE and suggested further that 
the District Committee should organize the forces of the 
membership. BART said that two or three leading Comrades 
could go into the District to prepare for the conference. 

~ 5 ~ 
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CLARENCE HATHAWAY proposed that a leading Comrade 
go into the District to meet with the members of the District 
Committee and leading members of the clubs in order to help 
them understand the thinking of the national leadership and 
in order to insure a decisive vote when the conference is 
called. HATHAWAY stated that the question of HOMER CHASE* s 
relationship with the National leadership will be settled 
by the National Committee, but action must be taken before 
the National Committee meeting in order to prevent a CHASE 
group from creating a worse situation in the New England 
District. 

JACK STACHEL said that a letter should be sent 
out in the name of the National Committee to members of 
the New England District Committee and to members of the 
clubs explaining what is happening in the New England 
District, and pointing out that the Party line is not 
being followed. He continued that a Comrade should be 
sent into the New England District to mobilize the 
membership for a conference, and efforts should be made 
to send representatives from the nationality groups, youth, 
Negroes and women to the New England District to show them 
that the Party can mobilize its forces. 

HY LUMER commented that as far as the nationality 
groups in the New England District are concerned, the only 
one of any importance is the Jewish group, which is a loyal, 
solid contingent and is the backbone of the progressive 
forces in the New England District. 

GUS HALL, referring to the situation involving 
HOMER CHASE, said, "This is a challenge to everything 
basic in our Party. These are the actions of a completely 
irresponsible person who has no understanding of Communist 
thinking". , HALL described CHASE as having strong elements 
of Trotskyism in his makeup and noted that CHASE has an 
anti-Soviet position. According to HALL, CHASE has 
conducted an open struggle against the Party, the Party 
line and the Party policy, HALL characterized CHASE as 
"irresponsible and not up to the standards of a Communist 
leader". He stated that he intended to move in the

National Committee that CHASE be removed from every post 
which he holds in the Party, including membership on the 
National Committee. HALL proposed that a statement be issued 
to the New England Party showing the position of the National 
Office. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE proposed that a delegation made 
up of GUS HALL, BEN DAVIS and HY LUMER go to Boston as soon 
as possible to straighten this matter out, 

IRVING POTASH made the following proposals: 

1, A statement be issued to indicate that another 
meeting is required to reverse CHASE* s stand, 

2, A Comrade go up there (to Boston) to prepare 
the people and insure attendance at this meeting, 

3, That GUS HALL attend: that State Committee 

meeting, 

HY -LUMER proposed that he draft a statement and 
have it ready for the Org, Committee to discuss on.

However, most of \the 
sessions of September 20, 1960, dealt with a report on the\ 
economic situation in the United States by HYMAN LUMER. The 
text of this report will be available on 9/21/60. 
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Time, Type and Place of Meeting 

Sessions of the first day of a two-day meeting of the 
Secretariat of the CP, USA were held at the headquarters of the 
CP, USA, 23 West 26th Street, New York City, on Tuesday, September 
20, 1960, from approximately 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. The National 
Office of the CP, USA all but closed down at 4:00 p.m. to permit 
most of the members of the leadership to either participate in 
or to observe a demonstration for peace at the headquarters of 
the United Nations.. This demonstration was not organized by the 
CP, USA.

HY LUM2R gave a report on the present economic 
situation ixi tho United States. This report is due to be 
mimeographed pritrr to the meeting of the National Executive 
Committee. A morion was made and passed to accept LUMER 's 
report, polish it and prepare it for publication in "Political 
Affairs" and possibly in the "World Marxist Reviex*." It is 
anticipated that a copy of LUMER 's report will be available on 
9/21/60. 

A subcommittee, consisting of LUMER, POTASH, DAVIS 
and ARNOLD JOHNSON, was selected to prepare an economic program 
and an article for "Political Affairs" and the "World Marxist 
Review" on the economic situation in the United States in 
relation to the 1960 Presidential election. 

Identity of Persons Participating in the 
Discussion of LUMER 's Report 

The following persons participated in the discussion 
of LUMER 1 s report: CLARENCE HATHAWAY, WILLIAM WEINS TONE, IRVING 
POTASH, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, ARNOLD JOHNSON, WRRIS CHILDS, 
DANNY RUBIN, GUS HALL and PHIL BART. X 

LUMER made a brief summary of the discussion and this 
summary will probably be incorporated in his written report. 
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II. AGENDA FOR THE MEETING OF THE NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The next item was a discussion of the agenda for the 
next meeting of the National Executive Committee (NEC)hof the 
CP, USA* This meeting is scheduled to be held on September 28 
and 29, 1960, but may be held over for a third day if necessary** 
Except for SAM DAVIS, of Minnesota, non-members of the NEC 
outside of the New Yotk area will not be invited to the NEC 
meeting, since it is too expensive to do this* 

Tbo following tentative agenda *;as adopted for the 
NEC meeting; 

1) A report from the various districts on the 1960 
election campaign. ARNOLD JOHNSON will give the report for the 
New York District, while SAM DAVIS will give the report for 
Minnesota and the Dakotas. 

2) A discussion on developments at the United Nations 
assembly and the struggle for peace. This discussion is to be 
led by JACK STACHEL. 

3) Communist Party reorganization ♦ This topic. will 
be introduced in the form of proposals. These proposals will be 
prepared by PHIL BART and introduced by GUS HALL, BEN DAVIS 
wanted to postpone this topic to a future meeting of the- NEC; 
however, it was decided that it has been delayed too long and 
involves the New York and other districts. 

4) The youth question. This will consist of a 
discussion of mass developments among the youth in the United 
States and the character of the youth organization which the 

CP, US A wants to build. The discussion will be led by DANNY RUBIN. 
Someone from the youth in the New York District may be invited 
to participate in this phase of the NEC meeting. 

5) Mimeographed copies of LUMER's report on the present 
economic situation in the United States will be distributed to 
members of the NEC. While comments will be accepted, this will 
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not be considered a regular point on the agenda ♦ 

6) Miscellaneous items* This may include the 
selection of a control commission. 

III. REPORT BY GUS HALL ON USSR- CHINA RELATIONS 

GUS HALL started his stmoraary report on USSR-China 
relations ♦ BEN DAVIS asked why HALL wanted to discuss this 
matter at this time. He asked if HALL expected some new 
developments, HALL very carefully replied that he did not 
expect new developments but felt that the Secretariat should 
reiterate its opinions and possibly raise some problems. 

HALL said that the stand of the CP, USA in regard to 
the current ideological dispute between the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union and the Communist Party of China was correct 
and mature. We can be proud of our analysis and approach. The 
idea behind the discussion was for the CP, USA to emerge stronger 
ideologically and otherwise. I think that this has happened. 
We can re- endorse our approach. We will continue to endorse 
basic theoretical problems as we see them from the Utiited States. 
Our resolution on peace stated our position on this problem 
in writing. In reading the world communist press, I have 
observed that most communist parties took an approach starting 
from their own position. 

The important thing is a basic understanding of the 
epoch we are living in. In essence, we stated our position at 
the 17th Party convention, even if we did not use the exact 
phrases. Perhaps we could have been a bit bolder in analyzing 
the present epoch. We did properly estimate the balance of 
world forces, that a change was taking place, and that there 
was a tipping of the scales in favor of the socialist world. 
The revisionists of Yugoslavia still do not recognize the fact 
that the scales have been tipped in favor of the socialist world. 

The policy of peaceful coexistence has been re- 
affirmed. It may be that we repeated this too mechanically, 
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without taking into consideration some new factors in the 
conditions of today, that it is not enough to repeat what 
Lenin said about peaceful coexistence, although he was the 
originator. We have to emphasize peaceful coexistence in 
regard to the new relation of forces. We need to deepen this 
understanding and to emphasize that peaceful coexistence is 
the center of things and needs to be fought for. This is 
proven by the situation in the world today, by the discussion 
at the Uxiited Nations, etc. 

War is not inevitable. In the discussion up to now, 
we re-affirmed this and developed this understanding. It is 
a changing concept — a continuous battle. As the balance of forces 
tips in favor of the socialist camp, greater is the possibility 
and it is conceivable that even if capitalism continues in a 
good part of the world, war is not inevitable. 

We have to think in historic, long-term concepts 
and not on a daily basis. This does not mean that war is not 
possible, but we have to say that war is not inevitable. We 
deepened and rounded out this idea in our discussion. 

In regard to the road and path to socialism, we have 
not discussed this too much. It is not an urgent question, 
though we must discuss it. This question should not be discussed 
only on the basis of the experience of those who have passed 
from capitalism to socialism or had their revolution, except, 
of course, only in a theoretical sense, as past experience. 
We need a rounded out approach on this. 

The working class will seek the most peaceful forms 
of transition. If it depends on us, that is the way it will 
be. The way this problem has been placed in a number of 
publications in other countries, it was not rounded out. It is one 
sided. 

Another point we made in the discussion was the method 
of conducting debate among Marxist- Leninists. Such debates 
must be held on a high level. You cannot have a fruitful 
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discussion by blasting "Yugoslav revisionists" and continue to 
talk broadly about other revisionists by inference. After 
the Bucharest conference, CHOU EN LAI made a statement. Now 
this statement may have been distorted, but there must be a 
basis, even for the distortion, CHOU EN LAI said "the 
revisionists and provocateurs say China is not for peace, " 
Why didn't CHOU EN LAI say who the provocateurs are? It brings 
us back to the question of talking of revisionism of Yugoslavs 
and others. Who are the others? 

The CPSU gave a good example of debate by brother 
parties. When the Yugoslav revisionists attacked China and 
tried to use differences, the Soviet communists came right back 
and exposed the revisionists. 

There are certain lessons about debating for us. 
Let us take the discussion of the struggle on two fronts. 
We cannot discuss this problem with general phrases. The 
world Marxist-Leninist movement must not see these things 
merely or just as "world waves" (of revisionism or dogmatism, 
etc.), although there are such. These general phrases have 
been misused in the writings of the world Marxist press. It 
is necessary to be more concrete and to explain. 

There is also a need to explain the class basis of 
the leftist deviation. It is wrong to say that one is a 
bourgeois weakness, for example, revisionism, and another is 
a working-class weakness, for example, leftism. 

By way of comment, HALL was taking a crack at FOSTER 
by inference, despite the fact that he had previously criticized 
CHOU EN LAI and others of dealing in inferences and not being 
concrete in their criticism. 

The question of doctrinairism needs to be discussed* 
The Marxist-Leninist movement needs to fight concretely against 
whatever deviations appear at a given moment or at a particular 
place. On this, the world Marxist movement could help if it 
would discuss past mistakes as a result of doctrinairism. 
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Finally, another problem that needs discussion is 
government-to-government relations . 

As this session came to a close, HALL was asked if 
he meant to refer to the relations of governments in the 
socialist camp* He replied that he did mean this and also 
meant the relations of the countries in the socialist camp 
to under- developed countries. 

Discussion between EUGENE DENNIS and MORRIS CHIIDS 

In the early evening of September 20, 1960, MORRIS 
CHILDS briefed EUGENE DENNIS on the sessions of the meeting of 
the Secretariat held that day. DENNIS said that HALL should 
have been more concrete in his various comments on the CP, US A 
and its policy. Also, HALL should have pointed out that 
communists are not engaged merely in an inner polemic. Millions 
of people want to know what is the outlook. Are we in a new 
period of world war or cold war? What has happened since the 
collapse of the Summit meeting at Paris? 

DENNIS commented that the resolution on peace issued 
by the National Executive Committee of the CP, USA was all right 
in general, but it did not give an answer as to who was respon- 
sible for the collapse of the Summit meeting. If we are not 
more concrete in placing the blame, then our analysis might 
be compared with that of the Yugoslavs, who say that both sides 
are to blame. 

An analysis of the world situation affects all 
humanity, thus it is not an inner polemic of the world communist 
movement or the CP, USA. The CP, US A has to make a real effort 
to grab hold of one or two issues to influence the peace 
movement. Since the collapse of the meeting in Paris, people 
in the United States are more concerned about banning nuclear 
tests and nuclear war than they were even prior to Paris. 

If the international communist movement would develop 
a peace manifesto, one even broader than that issued after the 
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Moscow Declaration of 1957, this would be a great thing, there 
is a need for a popular manifesto that would appeal to millions. 

In regard to the question of peaceful transition to 
"socialism, the most that should be done internationally by 
the communist movement is to re-affirm the position taken in 
the Moscow Declaration of 1957 and not go beyond it. This 
problem needs to be approached with caution and care. An 
international document should not spell out this transition 
or imbelish it. 

DENNIS also stated that he is opposed to the 
position of the leadership of the CP, USA in regard to JACK 
KENNEDY. DENNIS said that he does not see KENNEDY as a 
reactionary. The religious opposition to KENNEDY, particularly 
in Texas, is organized by the oil millionaires who use the 
preachers. Actually, the opposition to KENNEDY on; the 
religious issue is a gathering of the extreme reactionaries. 
In Texas, even Catholic bishops are supporting NIXON. In 
a isense, it is the old Mc Carthyite gang. MURCHISON, who is 
organizing the religious campaign against KENNEDY, is the 
same person who backed JOE MC CARTHY.

On 9/20/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting 
of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests was held in 
CP Headquarters, New York City, on that date,

LUMER gave an economic report. He noted that his 
last report on this particular subject was made In June, 
1959* According to LUMER, most experts agree that the 
economy is now in a semi-recession. However, the trend is 
not uniform as the output of non-durable goods is up, while 
there Is a slump in the output of durable goods, particularly 
steel. LUMER was of the opinion that the figure of 5*9# 
unemployment released for the month of August is an under- 
statement and the figure is probably closer to 8$. He 
based his estimate on the fact that the Government figures 
do not take into account workers employed on a part-time 
basis as being unemployed. LUMER noted that in the steel 
industry, a majority of the unemployed force was composed 
of Negroes and young workers. He said that in many areas, 
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chronic unemployment has reached proportions of the depressison 
of the 1930 f s and is not getting &ny better. 

With respect to "Small Business/ 1 LUMER said 
that the number of failures in this category thus far 
in i960 is well ahead of a comparable period in 1939 and 
is expected to reach the figure of 1958* which was 15*000 ♦ 
LUMER noted that for the year ending July, i960, there 
were, 110,000 petitions in bankruptcy filed* According to 
LUMER there has been a considerable improvement of foreign 
trade and this increase is a reflection of the boom in 
western European, countries* It is dependent on their 
future economic expansion ♦ LUMER commented that from 19^9 
to the early part of i960, an all-time high was reached 
in the stock; market; how ever,, since the start of 1$60, 
there has been a big downward trend* Experts have 
characterized this as the worst "point break" in any seven 
months in history in actual dollars* LUMER described this 
as !> a reflection of the whole economic stagnation* h He 
remarked that economic trends, are affected by international 
relations and an increase in cold war tensions, with a 
corresponding increase in military production, would give 
the economy a temporary upward jolt* He said that conversely, 
an easing of world tensions would result in more world trade 
and a more lasting increase in the economy* LUMER expressed 
the opinion that a new economic crisis is due by the end 
of next year* He added that American workers face serious 
problems of unemployment and for this reason the Party should 
center its attention on problems of unemployment. 

LUMER stated that r^ong the problems the Party 
should consider are: 

!♦ The need for an improved system of unemployment 

insurance* 

2* A moratorium on debt payments (in the event 
of an economic crisis)* 
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3. Special assistance to workers In distressed 
areas (rather than assistance to businesses in these areas), 

4* Attention to the organizing of unemployed 
workers by organizing labor and fighting the "writing off" 
of unemployed by unions. 

5. A shorter work week* 

JACK STACHEL said that the Party must put more 
emphasis on the economic question In the election campaign 
and present it in such a way that it is related to the 
questions of peace, civil rights and the Negro question. 
The Party* s tactical line can be made more concrete if 
brought to the masses through trade unions., shops and 
communities. The Party should distribute large amounts of 
literature to - bring the economic issue to the campaign. 
A subcommittee should be set up to examine and bring Up-to- 
date the Party program on the economic question. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE said that the situation on the 
stock exchange (a downward trend) reflects the fear of the 
brusts • that the United Nations meeting, which is a big 
assembly for peace, will result in a break-through on the 
question of armaments. The Party must speak out now 
regarding the economic crisis in the U.S. Consideration must 
be given to a proposal for nationalization of certain 
industries, possibly auto and steel, which, If worked 
out correctly, would find approval In the labor movement. 
The Party should look into the possibility of unemployment 
councils being established by the unions. The unemployment 
questions will be the key issues that will agitate the 
workers In the U.S., particularly as the workers of the 
Soviet Union have full employment and a six or seven 
hour day* Agitation for an American labor party will 
increase during an economic crisis. At the trade union 
subcommittee meeting, 9/16/60, GUS HALL, according to WEINSTONE, 
suggested that the trade union question be considered 
at the next National Committee (NO) meeting* WEINST0N3 
concluded that the Party must mobilize ideologically and 
politically for work in the trade unions and shops. 
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IRVING POTASH agreed that the Party must 
concentrate on unemployment, especially in distressed 
areas, He stated that the Party must direct its demands- to 
industry and the officials of unions because the policy 
of some union leaders has been to accommodate themselves 
to the elimination of large numbers of workers. POTASH 
felt that (Senator) KENNEDY must be forced to reverse 
himself with regard to the question of the shorter work week* 
POTASH felt that a 'special session of the NC should be 
devoted to the question of unemployment and conditions 
of the workers in ; general * 

WILLIAM; PATTERSON observed that the Party must 
work for the opening of trade with China and the end of 
the economic boycott of the socialist states. He said that 
the fact that only 60$ of the unemployed received unemploy- 
ment insurance must be brought to the attention of the 
working class and it must be pointed out that this is 
the, responsibility of the Federal and State Governments. 
According to PATTERSON, the unemployment question must be 
raised in; the line of the farmer-labor-Negro people *s party* 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said that the party must point 
out the necessity of nationalizing the railroads and' 
must emphasize the cost to the U.S. of not recognizing 
China for the past ten years* 

MORRIS CHILDS stated that the agrarian situation 
needs to be emphasized and some aspects of an economic 
program must be developed before November. 

BEN DAVIS felt that there were some weaknesses 
in LUMER * s report but said that he was in, general agreement 
with it* He said that the Party needed some comrade in 
legislative work in the trade union field* who has contact 
with legislators, to do some lobbying in order to gain support 
for the Party*s program*, DAVIS suggested that the org* 
department would work out the theories and proposals on the 
economic question* DAVIS described the main issue in the 
election campaign as the economic conditions existing today. 
He claimed that the Soviet Union is certainly going to 
influence the American working people in the. coming elections. 
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DANNY RUBIN stated that the question of Negro 
rights and neace should be considered along with the economic 
question. Regarding youth, RUBIN stated that they have a 
feeling of disillusionment as to the picture of America 
being the land of democracy and freedom and added that 
other parts of the population are also thinking along these 
lines. He felt that this line should be exploited. 

RUBIN felt that "we" ought to raise the question 
of the Federal Government providing Jobs for youth along the 
lines of the CCC (apparently referring to the Civilian 
Conservation Corps) In order that Juvenile delinquency 
might be counteracted., 

PHIL BART stated that the role* of the- world bank 
will change due to the Increased economic pressure placed 
on U.S. companies from foreign countries, especially those 
in Europe. BART said that there are now pockets of 
depression in the United States and "we" must work out an 
economic program and approaches to it. BART said this should 
be a regular feature of our discussions. 

GUS HALL described the report as very good and 
necessary. He said there is a definite need for decentraliza- 
tion as everything cannot be done by the Secretariat. HALL 
said that it Is clear that there are times when the economic 
question plays a more central role than at other times, citing 
the fact that this is particularly true at this time. HALL 
felt that the Party should raise in a more bold way the new 
economic difficulties that are arising in America. HALL 
agreed with PHIL BART that the United States may be forced 
to reverse Its policy regarding foreign countries who borrow 
money for economic expansion. He said this could be brought 
about by the Increased economic pressure of the United States 
market. HALL felt that the United States' position regarding 
Western Germany might easily change due to this pressure. 
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HY LUMER commented that he agreed regarding 
the discussion and criticism of his report, adding that 
certain .topics that he did not touch on were whole questions 
within themselves. LUMER felt that if they wanted to take up 
these other points then a subcommittee should be formed in 
order to formulate plans for discussion of the desired points. 

LUMER stated that the rise or fall of profits 
cannot be used as a guide for any predictions as "we" do 
not have accurate figures regarding the profits. 

Regarding criticism of his report, LUMER agreed 
that the report was too timid and cautious and it soberly 
appraises all factors involved and attempts to indicate 
the direction of the economic trend. He said the question 
now is what kind of a program can the Party develop, having 
knowledge of this trend. 

LUMER then made the following proposals: 

1. That he rewrite his report taking into 
consideration today f s discussion and that the finished 
product be published in "Political Affairs*. 

2. A subcommittee be set up to work but an 
economic program - a program of action, this committee 
to report its findings at the next meeting of the NEC. 
LUMER suggested that both he and IRVING POTASH be 
included on this subcommittee. 

3. That he (LUMER) do several articles on the 
economic question to be published subsequently in 
"Political Affairs".

IRVING POTASH next proposed that a leaflet 
be prepared for the American working class regarding 
the subject of American economic interests in foreign 
countries. POTASH further suggested that LUMER's report 
be sent to all members of the NEC in order that it might 
be discussed along with, the subcommittee report at the 
next meeting of the NEC. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. felt that more attention should 
be given to some of the key questions in the report (not 
specified).. He said in this way it will help the Party 
in its struggle against monopoly. 

Informant advised that it was agreed that HY 
LUMER's report would be mailed to all members of the NEC 
and a subcommittee composed of HY (LUMER), IRV (POTASH), 
(BEN) DAVIS and (CLARENCE) HATHAWAY and possibly ARNOLD 
JOHNSON be established to prepare a Party economic program 
and a program of action. 

Continuing, informant advised that GUS HALL next 
gave a report bufc utilized the added. security of the black- 
board so that the informant was not in a position to obtain 
complete. "details. The informant believed that the discussion 
by HALL dealt with the Party position on the peace question 
andthe inevitability of war. HALL felt that the Party position 
on this was basically correct and, if anythlng,it was a little 
timid. He added, however, that he did pot consider this a 
mistake.; 

HALL commented thati there was a need in a critical 
sense not oust to accept the idea of peaceful co-existence, 
but rather to fight for it. He said "we" have to deepen 
our Understanding of this question, and it must be seen as 
a changing concept reflecting the struggle and the continuing 
change in the balance of world forces today. 
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HALL suggested that on the question of 
transition to Socialism, the Party must adopt a well- 
rounded approach encompassing three main points: 

1. State positively that Marxism will pursue 
the policy of peaceful and non-violent transition so long 
as that means exists and continue to exist. 

2. Controversy among Marxist countries 
must be debated on a high level, 

3. The Party must avoid sweeping phrases in Its 
articles and resolutions and instead must present a more 
completely formulated policy on right .revisionism and left 
deviationism. " ...\ M

after PHIL BART said that the coming NEC meeting will be 
scheduled as a two-day meeting with the participants fore- 
warned to expect that It might extend Into a third day.

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On 9/21/60, NY 2359-S* advised that there was a 
meeting of leading CP functionaries held this date at CP 
headquarters, NYC. Among those in attendance were: GUS HALL, 
HERB APTHEKER, IRVING POTASH, HY LUMER, WILLIAM WEINSTONS, 
JACK STACHEL, BEN DAVIS, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, JAMES ALLEN, 
JAMES JACKSON, DANNY RUBIN, MORRIS CRTLDS and PHIL BART. 
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HERBERT APTHEKER. opened the meeting and' presented 
a report on "Political Affairs." He said "Political Affairs" 
is the official organ of the National Committee of the 
Communist Party,, and should serve as a- guide to Party 
membership on. the line of the Party. Through "Political 
Affairs." the views of the Party are expressed to the Negro 
people and the working class in the U.S. It should deal 
with the major political developments and struggle. It 
should bring to the membership a clear understanding .of 
socialism, in theory and practice, and the developing 
societies in peoples democracies in Europe and, Asia, and an 
understanding of the decline of capitalism, imperialism, 
and colonialism. 

APTHEKER said the magazine must reflect its 
communist partisanship and combat rigidity and should 
encourage political controversy. "Political Affairs" has 
dealt with major domestic and world-wide developments 
throughout all the crises in the Party during which it held 
firm; to a Marxist-Leninist approach and fundamental conanunist 
outlook and even though its circulation fell, it did better 
than- any other organ of the Party. Circulation figures 
are as follows: yearly average— 1950, 15,000: 1954, 11.000: 
1956, 9,800; 1957, 6,400; 1958, 5700; 1959, 5800; i960, 6,011 
(for the first nine months of i960), in certain broad 
areas such as universities, its circulation has. increased 
in spite of the general decline in circulation over the 
past ten years. "Political Affairs" is reprinted widely 
abroad, and in Canada. 

On a theoretical level, it is not geared closely 
enough to the; Party and does not serve sufficiently as a 
guide to organizing the Party; it does not pay enough 
attention to controversy and discussion; it does not 
reflect sufficiently the actual struggles taking place in 
the country; and has been poor in its coverage of labor 
and trade union work. "Political Affairs" has been weak in 
its coverage of Latin American affairs but there has been an 
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improvement In this field. 

APTHEKER remarked that complaints have been made 
that the articles are too long, the language is difficult 
and repetitious, and the following proposals have been made: 

1* A functioning editorial board should be 
established with 6 or ? members consisting of the following 
personnel : 

KERB APTHEKER, Editor 

HY LUMER, Associate Editor 

JIM ALIEN, BEN DAVIS, IRVIiJG POTASH, 

JACK STACHEL and one other member of the 

editorial board. 

The idea is to meet once or twice a month, get 
contributions of material, plan future Issues, settle 
questions, and deal with manuscripts. 

2. There is a critical need that the responsibility 
for national leadership of the Party writing for the 
magazine be fixed, and the, whole matter be treated as a 
Party assignment. 

3* Closer integration of the Party and the 
magazine is needed, as well as closer cooperation between 
the Editor and the national leadership • The Party should 
use the magazine as such in its work and propaganda. 

4* The CP line must be developed more fully in 
specific and general areas,. 

5. Provision must be made for bringing out 
discussion and controversy with a rounded-out presentation 
of the controversy appearing in the magazine on a systematic 
basis. 
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6. There should be closer integration with the 
Districts, encouraging them to contribute with regularity 

to the magazine to overcome the weakness in mass action and 
struggle ♦ 

7. A trade, union committee should be formed to 
guarantee coverage of trade union problems, 

8. "Notes of the Month 11 should be done collectively 
by the editorial board. 

9. "Ideas of Our Times" should be continued but 
concentrate more on major books and articles on ideological 
and theoretical questions, not to exceed 10 pages, with the 
national leadership also contributing. 

10. A striving for brevity and simplicity. 

11. A stronger book; review section is ueeded. 

12. Some archival sections are needed—four or 
five editions a year where more significant documents of 
the Party are issued. 

13* A very strong effort should be made to get 
the magazine out regularly on the first of the month. 

1**. Some technical assistance should be. provided 
for the editor—an the typing has to be done by the editor 
himself. We published a questionnaire on "Political Affairs* 1 
and LUMER has. some of the reports. 

HY LUMER stated f, we n received 60 questionnaires 
from Individuals. They do not present a representative 
picture of the whole Party because they represent only those 
individuals who wrote; in individually and they represent 
a segment of the readers but not a cross section of the Party. 
A large part of the membership is not represented which is 
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most critical of the magazine on grounds of length 
and incomprehensibility of articles. Hie questionnaire 
represented the more educated and sophisticated reader. 
The largest single age group of readers is 4l to 50* years 
of age; those who have not reached .their 4lst birthday, 18;. 
over 50 years of age, 29; age 61-70, 11; 71 or over, 11. 

He said one-third of the answers were from people 
over 60 years of age. As to occupations, the largest single 
group are retired; shop workers, construction, white 
collar, housewifes, students. Out of 60 replies, half of 
them, said they had read the magazine from its inception. 
.Some say they have been readers since they became communists — 
about one-third are in this category; four have, read for 
less than one year; nine have read from one to five years. 
The major criticism of the magazine was the length of 
articles. The readers indicated a desire to see more 
material from the rank and file membership. Some would like 
to see more theoretical articles appear. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE stated the main function of 
the magazine Is to fight for the line of the Party against 
all deviationists and mobilize the membership for the 
struggle, guide them, and give them understanding. The 
magazine has not fought against opportunism, the right and 
left. Without such, a struggle we cannot mobilize the Party. 

WEINSTONE said the Party is not using HERBERT 
APTHEKER to the best advantage. He described APTKEKER as 
a man of tremendous ability, a public figure by his writings 
and speeches. He is a publicist, historian, and gets 
around' widely. "We" should use him for the public figure that 
he is, and'T.do not think it can be done through "Political 
Affairs." He said APTHEKER. should take over "Mainstream", 
which is an organ around which the widest strata of 
intellectuals can be organized. 
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WEINSTONE, in' concluding, said with regard to 
the composition of the editorial board, it should not be 
composed of three members from the Secretariat because 
they have, too much work and would cause it to be a 
non-functioning board. He said the board should be 
composed mostly of members who are writers and workers 
for the magazine, 

WILLIAM PATTERSON commented that there is a

and that the magazine, in his opinion, is read with 
extreme care everywhere. , PATTERSON favored a plan to send 
out a more concrete central questionnaire to the District 
leadership with orders to make it compulsory as a matter of 
discipline" to answer all the questions on "Political 
Affairs." 

IRVING POTASH remarked that not only are many, 
comrades not rsading this magazine, but they are not reading 
at all, POTASH called upon the Party to initiate a 
campaign through, club meetings whereby club chairmen would 
instill a greater interest in the magazine by constantly 
calling attention to it at all meetings. 

* , , EE® DAVIS endorsed the magazine as an organ 
to fight for the Party. He favored having on the proposed 
editorial board "the most authoritative people as possible 
in the fields of writing and theory" and commented that he 
would not take offense if he himself is excluded. 

. DAVIS suggested that VIC PERLOW and WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE should be considered, as candidates for the 
editorial board. DAVIS also expressed a preference for 
HERBERT APTHEKER becoming editor of "Mainstream" with 
his possible successor at "Political Affairs" being MANNY BLUM 

Continuing, DAVIS remarked that APTHEKER J s work 
would be improved if he (APTHEKER) would integrate himself 
more with the Party.

Continuing, JACKSON remarked that the line of 
articles by BEN DAVIS and WILLIAM Z. POSTER do not 
correspond with the line of the National Committee, and, 
therefore, do , not merit publication in "Political Affairs."

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. . GUS KALL stated that in the process of raising 

the standards of the Party, people who accepted the benefits 
without participating and accepting discipline should not 
expect to have a place of prestige without accepting 
responsibility. He said that he felt that KERB APTHEKER 
should stop being "so stand-offish", so to speak, and 
should come into the fight and become more closely 
attached to the Party. HALL stated that the magazine 
(PA) is the weapon by which "we" could mobilize the 
leadership and the membership, "we" cannot expect 
mobilization of the Party if "we" cannot mobilize policy. 
According to HALL, more writing is needed from Party 
members. While there has to be a certain policy maintained, 
nevertheless, "we" must encourage articles that discuss 
weaknesses of the Party. Any article that tends to create 
a negative side of the Party should not be published 
without the consent of the Secretariat. HALL said that BEN 
DAVIS 1 article contained certain generalizations which 
should be passed upon by the leadership. He continued 
that articles of a historical nature are helpful to the 
S?J y * A 1 ^ 1 £ es P ect *<> articles of a political nature, 
HALL said that he Just checked through them to see if 
they followed the Party line. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON said that every magazine 
needs an Editorial Board and such a Board must reflect 
the thinking of the Party. He said "we have a powerful 
organ in 'PA'" and must use it to mobilize the Party. 
The Editorial Board should have some of the national 
leaders on it to see that the line of the Party is 
followed, 

HY LUMER said that the problem of leadership 
in the PA" needs closer examination, LUMER remarked 
that the longer articles should be broken up as the clubs 
use shorter articles for discussion more often. LUMER was 
of the opinion that the Editorial Board should be more 
integrated with the Party leadership. He felt that three 
members from the Secretariat would help the Board to stand 
on its own feet politically and work closely with the top 
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, leadership. With respect to HERB APTHEKER, LUMER said 
that he felt that even though APTHEKER may be somewhat 
aloof, nevertheless, his work was thorough and he has 
made a tremendous contribution in developing the magazine 
("PA"). LUMER was in agreement with HALL that the 
magazine should reflect the thinking of the Party and that 
basic issues such as centralism should be discussed before 
being published. 

JIM ALLEN said that in general he thought that 
APTHEKER's report was good but he felt that they should 
find out why things were not being done that would make 
the magazine more effective. He felt that the articles 
in the magazine showed a quality of "separateness" from 
dealing with the kind of problems that would help the 
Party, According to ALLEN, the central emphasis of "PA" 
is to see that it fulfills its Party role as a spreader 
and developer of Party policy. ALLEN questioned whether 
APTHEKER had done his best as Editor of "PA". 

HERBERT APTHEKER stated that the proposal in 
regard to the Editorial Board was generally along the 
line of his report. He said that he mentioned six names 
but felt it could be expanded and that WILL (WEINSTONE) 
would be a good addition. He commented that it would 
help in their dealing with current problems if the 
national leaders would write regularly on central problems 
and get their articles in on time. According to APTHEKER, 
the national leaders had failed to do this in the past. 
He said there has been some failure to integrate the 
"PA" Editor into the Party struggle but he resented the 
blanket way in which this criticism was made and said 
that he is not without experience in the Party's struggle 
as some have been in the past. APTHEKER stated that he 
wanted to continue as Editor of "PA" and not become Editor 
of "Mainstream" because he wants to be knT^n as a 
Communist and a CP member. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE said that the Editorial Board 
should be a real working body of a "substantial 
collective. " 
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GUS HALL recommended that APTHEKER 1 s report and 
the fact that It was discussed by the Secretariat be 
presented in "PA" in some form or other. 

BEN- DAVIS agreed with the suggestion that APTHEKER's 
report be accepted and suggested that the Editorial Beard 
and editorship remain as is. He added that suggestions as 
to the additions to the Board should be made to the 
Secretariat, He also suggested that attention be given to 
production problems. 

JACK STACHEL recommended that WEINSTONE., GUS HALL 
and himself be appointed to the Editorial Board. The 
informant was unable to ascertain whether this recommendation 
was approved. 

JAMES JACKSON suggested that the Party get out 
an attractive leaflet on current issues. He suggested 
further that they secure a speaking permit for a speaker 
to appear at 125th Street and 7th Avenue in New York City. 
He did not elaborate further on this proposal. 

In conclusion, JACKSON mentioned that he felt 
that demonstrations by the Hungarians in front of the 
Soviet Embassy (probably referring to the Consulate in 
New York City) should be exploited. As in the case of 
his other proposals, he did not elaborate. 

IRVING POTASH introduced the question of "peaceful 
transition" and the problems of dealing with it. He felt 
that the Party must strive harder to convince the people that 
it is the Party's desire to bring about peaceful transition 
(to socialism). According to POTASH, there is "wishful 
thinking" on the part of some of the membership of 
"wishing away differences between the CP,, SU and the CP 
of China". 
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BEN DAVIS stated that (JOSEPH) ALSOP has been 
writing in the "New York Herald Tribune 0 that there is 
going to be a terrific break between the Soviet Union 
and China, DAVIS said that he felt the Party would be 
wrong if they assumed that this is not having an effect 
on the people* DAVIS raised the question as to whether 
the Party should tackle this question or Just leave it 
an internal problem* He said that the problem of coping 
with this question is one that if not handled properly 
could result in a division within the Party itself* 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE agreed that "peaceful transition" 
needs elaboration* He then sx*itched to the question of 
deviation and stated that "the question of deviation raised 
in 1957 and at the present time indicates that we can't 
take a dogmatic position regarding deviation but must 
apply it to each country*" According to WEINSTONE, in 
the present situation the Party not only has right deviation 
and a developing left deviation but also nationalist 
deviation which is not receiving sufficient attention. 
WEINSTONE said that the Party should point out the 
positions of the right and the left in order to combat 
them* He added, "We in the Educational Committee have 
decided to raise the question of nationalism, not only 
as to Negroes, but as to quite a number of fields of 
work"* 

DANNY RUBIN stated that the Party must explain 
the differences between the Soviet Party and the Chinese 
Party because if they are not explained it may cause 
misunderstanding and play into the hands of the imperialists* 
According to RUBIN, more attention should be given to the 
question of peace and the position of the Soviet Union 
on disarmament because this will help the Party in its 
mobilization* 

WILLIAM L* PATTERSON remarked that the differences 
betxreen the Soviet Union and the Chinese Party have been 
brought about due to the fact that the Soviet Union is a 
member of the United Nations and China is not, and further 
because the Chinese have been faced with the problems of 
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Taiwan and Quemoy* PATTERSON said that as a yesult of his 
observations when abroad, he had returned with the opinion 
that with respect to the question of the non-inevitability 
of war there were no fundamental differences, but [there * " 
were fundamental differences as to how this was going tp 
be- realised* There was some difference of opinion ;as to 
whether the class struggle was being neglected and too 
much emphasis was being placed on peaceful co-existence* 
PATTERSON commented, "I find there was no argument from, 
any source that peaceful co-existence was not possible 
and was the line that was being emphasised"; 

MORRIS CHILDS said that the bourgeois forces are 
trying to emphasize differences and bring about a split* 
He continued, "We have to realise that the question of the 
inevitability of war is not an inner struggle any more 
than, the transition to socialism"* He noted that the 
Party has not answered the article by CHARLES BURTON 
MARSHALL on foreign policy and elections* According 
to CHILDS, MARSHALL said that the desire of Communists 
to avoid war does not do away with the danger of war and 
the mere shift in Communist style does not represent a 
change In purpose of the Communists to dominate the world* 
CHILDS said, "We are trying to do away with this idea and are 
for peaceful co-existence and are against war*" He is 
against ending the cold war because the only alternative to 
the cold war is war itself » The Party has to show that 
we believe in these things and the Party must mobilise the 
people to destroy this fallacy*

REPORT ON "POLITICAL AFFAIRS" BY HERBERT APTHEKER 

Instead of starting the sessions of September 21, 
1960, with a discussion of the summary by GUS HALL on USSR- 
China relations, a report on "Political Affairs" Was delivered 
by HERBERT APTHEKER. 

APTHEKER stated that ,he was making this report in 
behalf of a commission, which consisted of himself, IRVING 



I POTASH, HY LUMER, JACK STACHEL and BEN DAVIS. 

, APTHEKER said that he would first discuss what is 

! the function of "Political Affairs" and how well it performs. 

1) "Political Affairs" is supposed to be the organ 

of the National Committee of the CP, USA and an organ of Marxism- 
Leninism. It should serve as a guide for the line of the Party. 

2) it is a magazine that presents the face of the 
Party to the widest readership, it is also a sort of forum 
for the membership. 

i 

. J „ , 3 > Ic deals with major economic, political, social 
and ideological problems. 

4) It reflects in its pages the new epoch which is 
characterized by the rise of socialism, it shows the process 
of the decline of imperialism and colonialism. 

5) It represents the policies of the Party in its 
pages, although it does encourage political controversy of a 
constructive nature. 

6) It is not merely a chronical of events like a 
newspaper, but interprets things and projects long-view outlooks. 

How well does "Political Affairs" perform? It 
functioned very well during the severe Party crisis. Many 
times it worked by itself and did a good job, while other 
newspapers and organs of the Party faltered. After the Intense 
controversy in the Party, the circulation began to fall. 

The following are total circulation figures:

There has been an increase in the circulation since 
early 1959, The figures for the early 1950 f s are inflated and 
are not a true reflection of the actual sales. About one-fourth 
of the present circulation is in New York, Three-fourths of 
the circulation is in the rest of the country, I cannot say 
how, much of this circulation is paid circulation. 

"Political Affairs" has had an impact in intellectual 
circles, universities, etc. The incoming mail and comments have 
increased over what they were a few years ago. Many articles 
have been reprinted abroad in international journals. 

In regard to theoretical failures of the magazine, 
it is not geared to Party drives and to the membership. It 
has not given enough attention to ideological problems. It 
is weak in giving answers to trade union problems and trends. 
It showed weaknesses in dealing with Latin American problems, 
although it is now improving in regard to these problems. 
It is sometimes dull, because the articles are too long. 
There are not enough contributors and often the language used 
is not good. The magazine is published in 64 pages. At one 
time, it had 96 pages. Although the problems to discuss have 
increased, there are fewer pages in the magazine. 

It is proposed that a functioning editorial board 
be established. This editorial board should consist of six 
or seven people, in addition to the editor. It is proposed 
that HYMAN LUMER be an associate editor and that the following 
be considered for membership on the editorial board: 
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JIM ALLEN, IRVING POTASH, BEN DAVIS and JACK STACHEL. 

JACK STACHEL interrupted to propose WILLIAM WEINSTONE 
instead of himself* 

Continuing, APTHEKER stated that this proposed 
editorial board should meet at least once every two months 
to discuss controversial articles* While I am the editor 
now, if those present want me to resign, I will be glad to 
turn in my resignation, but whoever is the editor, he will 
need an associate editor who is closely linked up with the 
Party leadership. 

There is a critical need for the leadership of the 
CP, USA to do some writing for the magazine. A number of people 
have promised articles but none of these have been received. 
Top priority must be given to Party assignments and there 
must be closer integration between "Political Affairs" and 
the Party. 

There is a need to systematize the international ties 
of the magazine. There is a need to develop closer relations 
with the districts. If these things can be accomplished, it 
would overcome weaknesses in regard to the coverage of struggles. 

It is suggested that a trade union subcommittee be 
established for "Political Affairs." It is also suggested that 
the notes of the month, which have been written up to now by 
HY LUMER, should be written collectively and should not be 
signed. It is suggested that the column I have written — 
Notes on Our Times --be continued, but more on the original idea 
that this column should deal with books. The column should 
strive for brevity and simplicity. 

By way of comment, the suggestion of a trade union 
subcomittee for "Political Affairs" was not accepted. 

Continuing, APTHEKER said it is proposed that the 
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magazine have a stronger book review section. The magazine 
should contain the main documents of the leading committees 
of the Party so that these documents will be a record that 
can be used as an archive. 

Efforts should, be made to move the publication date 
up to the first of the month. At one time, the September 
issue used to come out in October and the October issue in 
November, etc. This year, the October issue may not come out. 
The printer is demanding cash before he prints the October issue. 

GUS HALL interrupted to say that the National Office 
of the CP, USA had just loaned $2,000 for this purpose and that 
someone was supposed to pay the printer. HALL remarked that 
perhaps "Political Affairs" ought to get a new printer or buy 
out the present printer. 

In concluding his report, APTHEKER complained that 
he has no proofreader. 

DISCUSSION OF APTHEKER 'S REPORT ON "POLITICAL AFFAIRS" 
Remarks of HYMAN LUMER 

HY LUMER stated that the response from the Party 
membership to a questionnaire on "Political Affairs" was very 
disappointing. Only 60 some people responded to the ques- 
tionnaire and most of these were older people.. 

Remarks of JACK s RACHEL 

JACK STACHEL stated that APTHEKER is all right as the 
editor of "Political Affairs," but he does not work enough 
with the Party. Party conferences should be held around this 
magazine and the magazine should be designed for: 

1) The main cadre of the Party. 

2) Younger people. 

3) People in mass organizations. 

4) The non-Par ty left. 

5) The youth. 
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Remarks of WILLIAM WEINS TONE 

WILLIAM VEINSTONE wanted to know what is the paid 
circulation of "Political Affairs," but no one could answer 
this question. 

WEINSTONE said that he thinks that HERB APTHEKER is 
a good public figure and editor, but that he might be better 
as the editor of "Mainstream." 

Remarks of WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 

WILLIAM PATTERSON wanted to know what was the response 
of Negroes and Latin Americans to the questionnaire on "Political 
Affairs." LUMER replied that the response was so small that 
it was impossible to give PATTERSON an answer to this question. 

Remarks of IRVING POTASH 

IRVING POTASH remarked that too few people read 
"Political Affairs." 

Remarks of BENJAMIN DAVIS 

BENJAMIN DAVIS stated that "Political Affairs" needs 
a new editor. APTHEKER is a good editor, but MANNY BLUM would 
make a very good editor. Also, VICTOR PERLO and HOWARD SELSAM 
should be brought into the magazine. The magazine has to clear 
up the remnants of opportunism. 

Remarks of GUS HALL 

E 

GUS HALL said that "Political Affairs" is a Communist 
Party magazine. VICTOR PERLO is not a Communist Party member 
and he believes that SELSAM is not & Communist Party member 
either. There has to be a value placed on Communist Party 
membership. In a recent discussion with VICTOR PERLO, he told 
me that the Communist Party could not discipline him because 
he is not a Communist Party-member. 
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Remarks of PHIL BART 

PHIL BART said that it cannot be expected that 
everyone will read this magazine. 

Remarks of JAMES JACKSON 

JIM JACKSON stated that "Political Affairs" reflects 
the situation in the Communist Party. You will never solve 
problems of the magazine until you solve Party problems. He 
said he feels that problems of the magazine, as well as ■ 
Party problems, are being solved. 

JACKSON attacked BEN DAVIS for projecting the name 
of MANNY BLUM as editor of "Political Affairs." He described 
BLUM as a factionalist who is void of real intellectual under- 
standing. JACKSON said he cannot understand why DAVIS suggested 
BLUM. 

Additional Remarks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL said that the circulation of "Political 
Affairs" is too low. Also, the circulation of the "World 
Marxist Review" is too low. HALL asked HY LUMER to give the 
circulation figures for the "World Marxist Review." 

Remarks of HY LUMER on the circulation of the 
"World Marxist Review" in the United States 

HY LUMER stated that, in round numbers, the circulation 
of the "World Marxist Review" in the United States is 550. 
Approximately 350 copies are circulated out of New York, 
which reships some copies along the Eastern Seaboard, 
85 copies are circulated in Los Angeles; 45 in San Francisco; 
60 copies in Chicago, and 24 copies in Cleveland. The total 
circulation of the "World Marxist Review" in the State of 
Michigan is four. Individual subscriptions throughout the rest 
of the country are insignificant. 
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Additional Remarks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL remarked that there is no appreciation of 
theory in the CP>USA and this is the reason the circulation 
of "Political Affairs' 1 and the ,f World Marxist Review" are low. 
This is true, despite the fact that the "World Marxist Review 11 
is one of the best magazines ever. We need to involve more 
of the leading people in the Party in the writing of articles, 
POTASH promised an article on trade unions; CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 
promised an article on the Negro question and the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People; BEN DAVIS 
promised an article on the 1960 elections. None of these 
articles have been written. I will stop writing articles until 
others start writing them* 

Additional Remarks of HY LUMER 

HY LUMER complained that the articles in "Political 
Affairs 11 are dull. He also complained that people do not 
submit articles for "Political Affairs." He further complained 
that APTHEKER does not work collectively and said that he thinks 
APTHEKER could make a contribution to "Mainstream." 

Remarks of MORRIS CHILDS 

MORRIS CHILDS agreed with the remarks of GUS HALL, 
CHILDS was critical of the statements of BEN DAVIS, He said 
that DAVIS will have to stop basing his criticism on old issues. 
He asked what DAVIS meant by a reference to remnants of 
opportunism in "Political Affairs." 

DAVIS replied that he had written an article for 
"Political Affairs" end that it was not printed. 

Remarks of JAMES ALLEN 

JIM ALLEN said that articles are needed in order to 
enlighten the Communist Party on theory. These articles 
should describe the role of United States imperialism. Articles 
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are also needed to show Negro trends and trade union trends 
in the United States* 

ALLEN also criticized the remarks of BEN DAVIS . He 
said that "Political Affairs" is not an outlet for inner Party 
controversy, unless there is a pre-convention discussion or a 
higher committee of the Party so decides. However, "Political 
Affairs" can contain articles designed to promote discussion. 

ALLEN said he doubted that HERB APTHEKER can do the 
best job as editor of "Political Affairs," although APTHEKER 
is a very able and talented man. 

By way of comment, ALLEN wants to be the editor of 
"Political Affairs" and will probably succeed APTHEKER in this 
position. 

Summary Remarks of HERBERT APTHEKER 

HERB APTHEKER stated in his summary remarks that the 
discussion indicated the need for an editorial board composed 
about as he had proposed in his report. He agreed that" WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE should be added to this editorial board, which should 
be a working board, 

APTHEKER said that he would/mTnimize the criticism 
leveled at him, but it is one thing to criticize and another 
thing to overcome shortcomings. Thirty articles have been 
promised for "Political Affairs" and none of these have been 
submitted. Maybe I have not been involved in inner Party 
struggle in a factional way, as MANNY BLUM, but I have been 
involved in inner Party work and struggle since 1954. 

I have no office girl, no assistant, no proofreader. 
I spend hours at the printer's. I am proud to be a Communist 
intellectual. I do a lot of work as a historian. Only today, 
the African-American newspaper printed two pages of material 
from one of my books. I have been associated with universities, 
professors, historical societies, etc. When I appeared before 



a Congressional Committee, they tried to get me off the hook 
by saying that I was an editor, but I am proud to be a 
Communist editor and a Communist intellectual. 

I was taken off a radio station, where I spoke once 
a month, because I wanted to be introduced as the editor of 
a magazine standing for Marxism-Leninism. 

By way of comment, APTHEKER was criticized for this 

action. 

Continuing, APTHEKER said, life to me means being a 
historian* I have to do writing* If I live another fifteen 
years, I will complete fifteen volumes. Three volumes have 
been published and the fourth will be published by the end of 
this year. It takes time to write these books. 

Laying the basis for a possible change in the 
editorship of "Political Affairs,' 1 APTHEKER said that he 
cannot write books, write articles, edit a magazine and still 
be involved in daily Party activities. He concluded by saying 
that "Political Affairs" has a future because the CP, USA 
has a future. Both the circulation and the incoming mail 
and comments are increasing, although slowly. 

Additional Remarks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL said that a contradiction arises because 
HERB APTHEKER wants to be a historian. This is good, but 
the physical work involved makes it impossible for him to be 
both a historian and an editor of "Political Affairs." 
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Action Taken by the Secretariat 
in regard to "Political Affairs" 

i The Secretariat instructed APTHEKER to prepare. 

] his report in written form for distribution to the Party. 

The Secretariat established the editorial board 
for "Political Affairs" as proposed by APTHEKER. The 
board is to consider the editorship of the magazine and 
production problems. It was instructed to report to the 
Secretariat in the future. No definite time was set. 

PHIL BART and HY LUMER were selected as a committee 
of two to go into the problems of the printer, who faces 
bankruptcy unless he gets $15,000 in the next days. 
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DISCUSSION OF THE DEMONSTRATION FOR PEACE 
AT THE UNITED NATIONS HEADQUARTERS ON ' 
TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 1 20, I960- . 

There was a brief discussion, of a demonstration 
for peace in the vicinity of the United Nations Headquarters, 
on Tuesday evening, September 20, i960. This demonstration 
was sponsored by the "Committee to Greet, the 15th General 
Assembly." It was stated that 2,000 people appeared for 
this demonstration but the police put a cordon around the 
demonstrators and only allowed 1,000 to participate. 

A motion was passed to condemn the New York; 
Police Department, for permitting "war mongers and hoodlums" 
to demonstrate but preventing forces for peace; from 
demonstrating. 

It was , stated that a subcommittee of the New 
York District consisting of BEN DAVIS, ARNOLD JOHNSON, 
WILLIAM WEINSTONE, BETTY GANNETT and WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 
has been formed to mobilize the active in the New York. 
District for activity to counteract the activity f of 
"hoodlums and reactionaries." 

It was also stated that the Veterans of the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade is planning a demonstration but the 
date for this demonstration was not known at this time. 

A complaint was voiced that the County Committees 
In the New York District had not done anything in regard to 
the meeting of the General Assembly of the United Nations.; 
The.. Manhattan county Committee has not. lifted a finger. 

JIM JACKSON stated that he had talked With a 
representative of Tass at the United Nations. This person, 
did not know of any committees that had come to the heads 
of the delegations from the socialist stages to the United 
Nations in order to ■ deliver ^greetings or flowers. 
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JACKSON said that hundreds of copies of "The 
Worker* 1 have been distributed and over 100,000 people 
milled around the Theresa Hotel, where FIDEL CASTRO is 
staying. There are always crowds around this hotel and 
they are grabbing up any literature distributed. There 
is a lot of sympathy in these crowds for NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV 
and FIDEL CASTRO, but the New York District has fallen down 
on the Job, It should concentrate on Harlem. 

There was some general discussion about putting 
out leaflets and pamphlets in connection with the meeting 
of the General Assembly of the Uhited Nations. 

DISCUSSION OF THE SUMMARY REPORT DELIVERED 
ON SEPTEMBER 20, I960, BY GUS HALL AND 
DEALING WITH USSR - CHINA RELATIONS 

Remarks of IRVING POTASH 

IRVING POTASH stated, in regard to the question 
of transition to socialism, we will have to deal with it 
sooner or later. We have to be careful how we discuss it 
since the class situation in the Uhited States is sharpening, 
and even may move in on the Party at any moment . In a 
convincing manner, we have to emphasize the question of 
peaceful transition. The solution of this problem is linked 
to the fight against trusts which are encroaching on 
democratic rights. 

POTASH also stated that there is no clarity in the 
CP, USA on the problem of peaceful coexistence or the ideological 
struggle between the Communist Party of the Soviet Uhion 
and the Communist Party of China. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

JACK STACHEL stated that JACK SHULMAN had ordered 
250 copies of the Chinese book dealing with Leninism and 
Communist Party clubs in the New York District are being 
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flooded with these books. STACHEL said that at a meeting 
of his club, all he could do was to suggest that the 
members also read the Number 8 Is^ue of f, World Marxist 
Review 1 ' before accepting the viewpoint of the Communist 
Party cf China. 

STACHEL also stated that it is urgent that we say 
something to the American people about the transition to 
socialism. We cannot say what the situation will be at 
that time. We hope that at that time there will be an 
anti-monoply coalition. This involves the struggle for 
democracy. 

Prom a tactical point of view, the central questions 
are peaceful coexistence, how to avoid war, and the 
non-inevitability of war. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

BEN DAVIS stated that JOSEPH ALSOP is predicting 
a break between China and the Soviet Union. This is 
beginning to affect our people. We better say something 
about this. In some sections of the Party, the thought is 
developing that maybo the Chinese are correct. How do we 
tackle this problem? 

Remarks of WILLIAM WEINSTCNE 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE said that the issue of the 
relationship between the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and the Communist Party of China will affect all 
other issues. Those who are opposed to Soviet policy 
are really not convinced that the decisions of the 20th 
Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Uhion were 
correct. These people are against NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV because 
of the role he played in destroying the cult of JOSEPH STALIN. 

We are not ready to say yes or no in regard to 
transition. We need amplification on this. Concerning the 
present epoch, WEINSTONE read from page 125, volume 28, of 
''The Works of Lenin, "published by International Publishers, 
New Y, rk. 
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WEINSTONE attacked WILLIAM Z. POSTER and BEN 
DAVIS for putting forth the Idea of centrism In the 0P,USA. 
He said that Lenin stated that centrism was a cover for 
right opportunism. He asked if POSTER and DAVIS are 
prepared to say that centrism is the cover for right 
opportunism in the CP, USA today. 

Remarks of DANNY RUBIN 

DANNY RUBIN talked about the role of the Trotskyites 
in the United States in regard to the current ideological 
dispute between the Communist Party of the Soviet Union and 
the Communist Party of China. He said that the Trotskyites 
are distributing Chinese literature, material, etc. 

Remarks of WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON said that while he was in 
Europe, he made a trip to China. While in China, he talked 
with the author of the article on Leninism, General WU, 
and leading members of the Communist Party of China. 
They discussed with him . the Chinese position in the 
current ideological dispute with the Communist party of 
the Soviet Union and convinced him that they were right. 
They told him that they believed in peaceful coexistence. 
PATTERSON said that after these discussions, he felt that 
perhaps the class struggle is being glossed over in the 
struggle for peaceful coexistence. 

Then PATTERSON stated that since his return 
to the United States, he has changed his mind. He admitted 
that he had not analyzed the present epoch and did not see 
what is the dominant force in the world today. 

Remarks of OUS HALL 

GUS HALL said that after the meeting of National 
Committee members from the Eastern Seaboard, he had talked 
with PAUL ROBESON, JR. ROBESON has changed his mind in 
regard to Communist Party of the Soviet Union - Communist Party 
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of China relations but has not changed his mind in regard 
to opposing the election policy of the CP, USA. 

Remarks of MORRIS CHILDS 

MORRIS CHILDS supported the remarks of GUS HALL 
made on September 20, i960, that the discussion of the 
ideological differences between the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union and the Communist Party of China must, be con- 
ducted on a high level, but it is necessary to get to 
concrete facts. CHILDS also stated, we have to show in 
practice that war Is not Inevitable. 

CHILDS said that at the last meeting of the 
National Executive Committee, it adopted an attitude irt 
regard to peaceful coexistence and other matters. I plan 
to carry through on. the basis of the adoption of this 
attitude .-. 

By way of comment, CHILDS was pointing out that 
the National Executive Committee had endorsed Die position 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union at the Bucharest 
Conference, and he assumed that the CP, USA would continue 
to endorse this policy. 

Remarks of JAMES ALLEN 

JIM ALLEN proposed a series of articles for "The 
Worker" whichwould deal with the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union - Communist Party of China situation. He 
stated, we ought to deal with the question of peaceful 
transition to socialism, and have to show that the requisites 
for this have to be established by the people. 

This second day of sessions of the two-day 
meeting of the Secretariat of the CP, USA concluded with 
ALLEN'S remarks.

deal with the situation. Third, a District conference 
has been organized and fourth, the situation will be 
placed before the next meeting of the National Committee. 
He said that CHASE will po33ibl*y be removed and it looks 
like expulsion is the only solution. 

CONNIE BART asked if BEN DAVIS had defended CHASE 
and PHIL answered that he couldn't because you can't 
defend a person who follows an anti-Soviet lino and 
that this is an anti-Party line which can't bo tolerated. 
He said that CHASE is a real factionalist who ia 
espousing an anti-Soviet line, CONNIE BART commented 
that PEARL LAWS is the samo way. 

The subject remarked that HOMER was "preaching the 
new Bible of Marxism and saying that the Old Testament 
should be abandoned". He said that "HOMER will bring the 
whole cess pool of his thought to the surface and will 
then openly associate himself with the Trotskyltes", 
He said that CHASE can't affordat this- point to give 
full vent to his feelings as he is still in the Party, 

MIKE JttJSSO, former New England CP Organizer, 
was then discussed and the subject remarked that a 
public expulsion of RUSSO would serve no purpose as 
RUSSO is not an enemy of the party. 
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Memorandum of National Organization Buro 

Our Party aid not have a national registration for a number of years. 
Same districts have conductod independent registrations at different 
periods and consequently vc do not have a uniform figure for the whole 
organization. The Org. Buro proposes a 1961 national registration. In 
its opinion such registration ana Party consolidation will serve as a 
moans of strengthening and consolidating the Party clubs and help increaso 
our membership in accordance with the objectives set by the National Con- 
vention. It will also give us a specific knowledge at the opening of tbo 
Now Year of the actual membership of the Party as well as other material 
that is valuable in our mass work. 

The National Org. Buro at its recent meeting discussed registration 
for 1961 and Party consolidation. It has made the following proposals 
which it calls on the districts to consider; 

1. That we utilize the month of October to prepare for the 196l 
registration, setting up the apparatus in every district, organizing 
discussions and making plane for it. 

2. That in the months of November and December, starting inosdi- 
atoly after the national elections, registration shall be started in 
the Party. 

3. That the National Org. Buro get out material for that purpose 
as a guide and that each district mimeograph their own. 

h. That this two-month period shall be devoted to Party consolida- 
tion and Party building. There shall be discussions of the National 
Convention resolution on Party organization which appears in March i960 
Political Affairs . 

5. While there has been an increase in recruiting for the first 
6 months of i960 as compared to 1959, this increase is very small and 
affects only a few districts. At tbs National Convention, it was pro- 
posed that we end i960 with a 10$ increase in membership and that each 
district set its objectives in accordance with such an increase. We 

t ho re fore propose that the period of Party consolidation and Party 
building be utilized to register all members, to attract many who were 
not registered in the last couple of years and to recruit new members 
into our Party, the objective being that each district close the year 
with a total membership 10$ more than the previous year. 

6. On the East Coast a meeting of the Org. Conference is planned 
for mid -October. We propose that similar meetings be planned in other 
districts.

QUS HALL opened the meeting with an announcement 
of the tentative agenda for the three days. He gave the 
agenda as follows: 

September 28, i960 

1. Peace and UN report by JACK STACHEL 

2. Report on youth followed by discussion 
September 29 , I960 

1. Elections fo32>wed by discussion 

2. Questions left over from last meeting such as 
membership, date and agenda for next NC meeting and if time 
permits organization question. 

September 30* 19o0 

1. Executive session of the NEC. 

DOROTHY HEALEYias elected chairman of this session, 

JACK STACHEL gave his report on the UN and peace 
question as follows: 

The 15th sesgLon of the General Assembly of the UN 
is an historic event in the struggle for peace, freedom and 
socialism. There has been a rise in the number of member 
nations and a block of the Socialist, Latin American and 
Afro-Asian member nations now constitute approximately 
80 to 85 per cent of the world population. These world 
changes demand corresponding changes in the command of 
world leadership. There. are certain conclusions in the 
world Marxist movement concerning these changes: 
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1. They mean world wide victory of Socialism 
in peaceful competition with the result that war is no 
longer inevitable. 

2. Co-existence itself is an international 
class struggle which shows that military means are not to 
be used to decide issues of the struggle. 

3. The policy of peace is inherent in socialism 
just as the policy of war is inherent in imperialism. 

The policy of the World Communist Movement takes 
into account that continued provocations of imperialism. 
The cold war is the weapon of imperialists against peace . 
Colonialism has emerged as a central issue at this UN 
session, but this does not mean disarmament is not the main 
issue. The issue of China is also important. The fight for 
peace should occupy the main attention of our Party. We 
must create in the minds of the people the image that our 
Party is the Party for peace. This would also help prevent 
the anti-Communist feeling (of the people) . 

A permanent committee should be organized of 
those forces plus the Party, who can stimulate and advance 
the struggle for peace. The Party must work so as not to 
lose people either by avoiding peace campaigning or by 
isolating Itself within peace work. The work for peace is 
not limited to peace organizations such as the Quakers and 
Sane (Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy) . Women, Negroes, 
Trade Unionists and Youth, have their part to play. The 
Party must use issues nearest and closest to other peace 
forces to draw-QS many as possible into the struggle for 
peace . 

The Party must undertake a long and systematic 
campaign in order to reach and convince people that the 
cold war and peaceful co-existence are not contradi6tory 
(in that peace of any kind is preferable to war) . Special 
attention is needed to the banning of nuclear weapons . 
The new tests scheduled by the French in the Sahara Desert 
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should be protested by the CPUSA« Both presidential 
candidates favor the resumption of nuclear tests and 
this In effect gives great encouragement to the cold 
war forces and Impedes the struggle for peace . All 
candidates for public office should be made to speak out 
on this issue (nuclear testing) . World pressure shculd 
be put on the United States to keep it from being the first 
to resume nuclear testing. 

As a means of bringing an end to colonialism, the 
Party should form a committee on Latin America* and Africa* 
It should assist in united front movements which have the 
same objective. 

The Party must continue to press for recognition 
of People ! s China. It must continue to oppose the rearming 
of Wfest Germany with nuclear weapons. The Party can get 
good response from Polish, Czech, and Jewish masses In the 
United States on this question. The Party should urge 
candidates for public office to speak out against rearming 
West Germany. 

As a means of bringing about an end of the cold war, 
the Party should call for the establishment and expansion 
of normal trade and cultural exchanges with the USSR, The 
Council of American-Soviet Friendship is an organization 
which could assist in effecting this. 

In the struggle for peace and evaluation of the 
"new epoch" the Party must overcome some of its known 
theoretical weaknesses as well as revisionism, sectarianism, 
dogmatism and nationalism. 

BEN DAVIS said that the reactions of the Party 
show progress in respect to the last time KHRUSHCHEV was 
here. The statement Issued over the name of GUS (HALL) 
was a sound one and generally good. The telegram sent by 
GUS (HALL) to the President, Governor ROCKEFELLER and 
Mayor WAGNER was a good statement. There was dissatisfaction 
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with our Inadequate preparation for this great event (the 
UN General Assembly meeting) . We have to say we were not 
fully prepared. The good steps we did take should have 
been better organized and broader forces should have been 
activated in the field. The New York Party needs to make 
a special effort and acquaint the Party with our experiences 
here, the weaknesses, etc., because this was the center. 

KHRUSHCHEVis not a superman, but he is a very 
great man. As a result of such occurrences as CASTRO' s 
coming to Harlem and KHRUSHCHEV'S visiting him there, 
another upsurge has been given us. This provided a new 
situation in Harlem which could affect the Negro movement 
all over the country, if properly exploited. It exposed 
the US Government's policy regarding segregation and human 
rights. Another new result of the UN meeting is the develop 
ment of a new relationship between the socialist world and 
the uncommitted peoples. The indictment by CASTRO is 
something that will go down in history books and this 
country will never be the same. We need to find a way 
to reach more directly the masses of workers and people. 

JAMES JACKSON said that in New York we have had 
a unique experience in the opportunity to participate and 
stimulate some peace manifestations in connection with the 
UN meeting. The Party statement issued before the UN 
meeting indicated there was an awareness in the Party of 
what was going on. Programs were brought forth relative 
to the use of our broad influence plus the use of Party 
forces and mobilizing peace manifestations and other 
forms of activity. Things were done with credit to the 
Party. It would be good to analyze the situation to see 
where we were successful and where we failed. It would have 
been beneficial if we had put some of our ideas in memo 
form and sent them to the Districts around the country 
for their comments prior to the UN meeting. This 
demonstration through the Ad Hoc Committee, in' which our 
people participated, was a good thing. 
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During CASTRO'S stay In Harlem, he was a recipient 
of tremendous acclaim which was singular because this 
country (USA) is in conflict with Cuba. This helped 
cement relationships between the Spanish speaking community 
and the Negroes* The whole Harlem community was inspired 
and stimulated by the presence there of a head of state. 
This will have a lasting effect. The people turned out in 
droves and this presented an opportunity for the Party to 
play a special educational role through the distribution 
of Party literature such as "The Worker" and leaflets. 
There was not the proper response and sensitivity in a field 
which was rich in opportunity. The Harlem Party did not 
respond and did not turn out the Harlem membership with the 
exception of some white Comrades from West Harlem. In 
contrast, the handful of Trotskyites In town mobilized 
the maximum of their forces and worked in the crowds. 
We failed to mobilize the broader strata of the population 
and also our ability to deploy our forces remains weak. 
There Is a need for more efficient and tighter organizational 
methods . 

ANTON KRCHMAREK observed that in addition to 
what has been said, it should be noted that the new role 
for the UN, as envisioned by the imperialists, is to use 
the UN to defend the position of imperialism in backward 
countries, inasmuch as they can no longer interfere 
directly. The praise of EISENHOWER for the UN "as is" 
shows the direction of their thinking. On the other hand, 
the Soviet Union called for changes and challenged the UN 
to take a new role. Relative to what happened at the 
Theresa Hotel; the fact that people like KHRUSHCHEV, 
NASSER and CASTRO went there,, created a sensation and 
had a tremendous impact throughout the whole country. We 
still must grasp all the factors that flow from this and 
capitalize fully on them, especially with the Negro people. 
The peace movement has been moving better than for some 
time, but the labor movement has not done anything. 

JIM WEST said that the Party leadership must 
rebuild for the Party a base for a united front movement. 
He remarked that there are five millico people out of

work and the Party Is not sufficiently Involved in mass 
movements concerning, such questions as unemployment and 
peace . 

CARL WINTER said that the Party has the responsi- 
bility of making clear to the people of America the role 
being played at the UN by the Soviet Union. The American 
people must be made to understand that KHRUSHCHEV and the 
heads of the socialist states are here for a showdown 
concerning such' questions as the admission of China to 
the UNw The demonstrations against KHRUSHCHEV and CASTRO 
have presented to the world an Impression of "the Ugly. 
American at home." The Party has the responsibility of 
proving to the world that these, vulgar displays do not 
represent the thinking of the American, people, but that 
these demonstrations have been whipped up by the State 
Department and the American press. The Party must create 
anorganization in the nature of a "friendship council' 
which will recognize new nations and welcome to American 
shores the newly liberated nations of ' the world, encourage 
exchange delegations with Cuba and the socialist countries, 
help curb American imperialism and put American ruling 
circles in their place. This organization could Include 
the American Soviet Friendship Councils but must also 
include broader forces, making It a national organization 
with a universal approach. In such an organization, the 
American people will not feel that they are labeled 
as pro-CASTRO or pro-Soviet. Someone in the "National 
Center of the Party" should be given the responsibility 
for organizing the cadres and consulting with the 
Districts for local actions. 'The kernel of such a council 
has been organized in Detroit, but needs concrete support. 

If the Party does not organize such a movement, 
there could be a reactionary offensive in the United States. 
There is the danger of the resurgence of chauvinism 
instigated by the State Department. 

In conclusion, WINTER commented that in Chicago 
there Is »a reactionary group calling for the withdrawal 
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of the United States from the UN or the expulsion of 
the UN from United States soil . He noted that there was 
a parade of Serbians to the Yugoslav Consulate protesting 
the arrival of TITO. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said that serious shortcomings 
have come to light in the political and organizational work 
of the NY Party. These shortcomings have been built up 
over a long period of time but have been sharply demonstrated 
in connection with the Party's activities concerning the UN. 
The first demonstration at the UN was in the name of an Ad 
Hoc Committee initiated by the Party and the "left." 
Reliance was placed generally on "The Worker" and "The 
Preiheit" to get people out and within limits it was success- 
ful. However, in Harlem at the Theresa Hotel, in spite of 
ready-made crowds brought out by CASTRO and KHRUSHCHEV, 
Party activity was restricted to such activities as the 
distribution of political leaflets and "The Worker." 
Failure to counteract demonstrations at the "Baltica," at 
Soviet Delegation Headquarters, Hungarian Delegation 
Headquarters, and others emphasized the narrowness of the 
Party's work and the inability of the Party to mobilize 
its membership and rally other people around specific 
issues. Pailure of Negro comrades, other than such Party 
leaders as (BEN) DAVIS, (JAMES) JACKSON, and (WILLIAM) 
PATTERSON, to help in the distribution of leaflets and ' 
"The .Worker" and the failure of Negro comrades to influence 
other mass organizations emphasizes the crisis in the 
Party 1 s Negro, Puerto Rican and Cuban work. The militancy 
of the pro-CASTRO forces at the Theresa Hotel demonstrates 
the necessity of the Party giving attention to the Cuban 
people, Puerto Ricans, Negroes and in the Party's youth 
movement . 



In continuing hieremarks,. HATHAWAY took up the 
question of Trade Union work. He said the Party has 
approximately 700 members in Trade Union work but have 
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been unable to mobilize them in order to bring the peace 
issues to the Unions. Regarding SANE (Committee for a 
Sane Nuclear Policy) ,HATHAWAY said that the Party has 
a substantial number of comrades in the Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, Bronx, and Queens branches of SANE, but has 
been unable to get the comrades together to discuss 
with them means of bringing forward the issues of dis armament, 
the atom bomb and other questions in the UN acceptable to SANE 
According to HATHAWAY, the Party has a large number of 
comrades active in the insurgent movement in NY who have 
been unable to get them together. The attacks on CASTRO 
and KHRUSHCHEV by JACKIE ROBINSON on behalf of NIXON and 
by ADAM CLAYTON POWELL on behalf of KENNEDY have registered 
deeply In the Harlem Community and have created a difficult 
task for the Party in developing a political struggle on 
these issues. The Party must fix responsibilities for 
failure of Negro comrades to participate in activities 
at the Theresa Hotel. In our Eastern Regional Conference 
PAULIE (ROBESON, JR.) took a line In opposition to the 
Party line on peace. He has been opposed to the Party's 
election policy, has opposed having Party candidates any- 
where, and has been in opposition to Party policy on all 
political questions. 

HATHAWAY concluded that demobilization of the 
Party* s Negro work can be attributed to the fact that 
nothing has been done to correct this situation. 
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GEORGE MEYERS commented that the CP in his 
district has failed to mobilize any sustained united front 
peace activity. He said that the Party needs qualified 
leaders to unleash peace forces that are in existence. 
In order to accomplish this, CP leadership must first 
overcome its own weaknesses, specifically "total concern , 
about trade union work and the Negro question. MEYERS 
accused the capitalist press of deliberately misleading 
the Negro masses on the Congo question. 

MICKEY LIMA complimented the CP locally and 
nationally for its rapid and well-organized reaction, to 
the UN situation. He cautioned that there isno limit to 
the extremes to which the Imperialists would go to prevent 
the growing unity taking place among the socialist and 
newly formed African nations. The CP must discuss further 
in a more concrete way within its own ranks how to clarify 
the question of whether or not war is inevitable. Many 
comrades wonder if it is possible to prevent these maniacs 
from plunging the world into war despite efforts and 
strength of peace forces. The CP must see positive aspects of 
developments in the UN and must encourage peace forces j 
in light of the overall picture rather than the present day ; 
picture alone. LIMA attributed growing redbaiting evident in 
SANE (Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy) and other youth 
and student organizations to the FBI and "ruling class 
activities. He mentioned that peace forces in his area plan 
a mass action sometime in late October designed to influence ? w 
both political Parties on the issue of peace. 

BETTY GANNETT accused the US as being the leader 
of world Imperialist forces attempting to retain control of the 
UN as an instrument of imperialism. She stated that 
demonstrations by various refugee groups against the Socialist 
Block at the UN are inspired by US State Department to divert 
attention from the real function of UN, mainly to sit in sessio 
to resolve the peace issue. The CP must concentrate its 
efforts in supporting the latter and not squander its 
strength in combatting the former. 
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WILLIAM L. PATTERSON described the UN meeting 
as having a greater effect on the world and the US, in 
particular, than another Summit meeting would have had. He sale 
the CP must encourage the drive to check imperialist actions 
against the Congo and Cuba and, in so doing, give heart to 
Panama, Guatemala, and other Latin American countries. He noted 
that CASTRO *s UN speech, while it may not have had the full 
effect desired by the CP, will nevertheless greatly influence 
the Spanish speaking peoples. Harlem demonstrations have shown 
a repudiation of the US foreign policy by the Negro masses. 
PATTERSON observed that Dr. W.E.B. DU'BOIS has written an 
introduction to a pamphlet to be published containing the UN 
speech of NKRUMAH. Approximately 50,000 copies of the pamphlet 
are to be printed and circulated among Negro masses. PATTERSON 
favors sending 1,000 copies of it to British Guiana and Panama/. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE called upon the CP to combat ! 
efforts of Imperialists to picture the Soviet Union as a 
disruptive force at the UN. According to WEINSTONE, US 
imperialists have adopted a program calling for all good 
US citizens to rally to the defense of their country and the 
CP must combat that line. He noted that the "NY Post", 
(ADAM CLAYTON) Powell, (ADLAI) STEVENSON, and (CHESTER) BOWLES, 
as well as the presidential candidates themselves have been 
intimidated and influenced by this line. 

WEINSTONE described the role of the Party as : 
(1) agitation and propaganda and (2) organizing wider masses 
of people and forming a united front. 

PHIL BART also favored a united front and said 
that the elimination of foreign bases is also important. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFCOT said that there must be a 
differentiation of leadership in Harlem and the Party, 
should find out what people can be called upon in Harlem, 
who are ready to go further than POWELL. 
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JAMES. JACKSON said that the work of a few 
comrades in Harlem reflected credit on the Party* He PfJPOfed 
that 50,000 copies of a special magazine issue of "The Worker 
be prepared on the UN, and- the struggle for peace,, This 
issue would carry pictures of the delegates and major -excerpts 
frdm the speeches of heads of governments. It would be undated 
and could be used as a basic piece of literature for a long 
period of time. 

According to JACKSON, there are various committees 
concerned with the UN through-out the country =and these 
committees will be discussing the 15th General Assembly and 
its meeting. He suggested that the Whole Party could not 
mobilize toward these committees but an appropriate comrade 
in each, community could associate with. them. 

HY LUMER announced that a pamphlet is available 
which contains not only KHRUSHCHEV'S speech at the UN; but 
the proposals of the Soviet Delegation to the UN. It 
ordinarily sells for 75£, but if the Party should order 3000 
it could be obtained for 25^ a copy. LUMER said, that the Party 
should get orders immediately and think, in terms of getting 
copies of it out to the community. 

JACK STACHEL said, that the ruling class is 
again raising the question of national defense and the. 
Party must give - particular attention to the struggle for 
disarmament and the end of the cold war. 

BEN DAVIS stated that he was against JACK; STACHEL 1 s 
report because it did rot deal sufficiently with the Congo 
or the Cuban situation. JACK STACHEL commented^that he and 
GUS HALL had gone over the : outline of his report and were 
in agreement with it. STA'CHEL felt that although he did 
not deal with everything, his report dealt with the main 
questions , 

DOROTHY HEALEY next introduced DANNY RUBIN to 
give a report on youth. 
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RUBIN stated that the report was divided into 
three sections: 

1. A picture and composition of youth today. 

2. Mass developments and struggles. 

3. Status and perspective of the Party, 

as well as left organizations among the youth. 

Regarding the composition of youth, RUBIN gave 
a breakdown of the number of youth in the United States, 
the number in high school and colleges, the number of 
emoloyed as well as unemployed, and projected the increases 
percentages of youth in the United States by 1970. 
Regarding mass developments and struggles, RUBIN made 
reference to an article he had written which appeared in the 
August issue of "Political Affairs". RUBIN listed some 
of the developments and struggles as follows: the field 
of Negro rights* such as sit-ins; support of the Southern 
sit-in movementj obtaining in the North of local civil 
rights actions, such as has been done in Chicago, New York and 
Philadelphia. With regard to the Fifteenth General 
Assembly meeting of the United Nations, RUBIN said that 
students in Harvard, CCNY and Rutgers University have 
invited Premier KHRUSHCHEV to speak. 

RUBIN said that action could be taken with 
regard to compulsory ROTC training, attacks on students who 
are active for Negro Rights, abolish the HCUA, and concluded 
with the comment that students on every campus should attempt 
to develop student political parties. 
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informant advised that for the third section of 
his report, RUBIN utilized the added security of the 
blackboard whenever he made any reference to membership 
figures. RUBIN stated that the fact that a paper, New 
Horizons", has been published is a great accomplishment; 
however, support for the paper has been Uneven. He 
said their aim is to obtain 2,000 subscriptions by the 
time the second issue is published. At present, there are 
approximately 650 subscriptions. 

RUBIN complimented the Party youth for the part 
they have played in Party activities, such as sit-ins, 
civil liberty programs, civil defense protests and various 
youth conferences. He criticized youth work, however, 
as being the work of only a few dedicated members, and the 
youth lack collective guidance by the Party. He noted 
that the "SYU" (believed referring to the socialist Youth 
Union of Philadelphia) and Advance have made considerable 
progress in joining certain youth activities sponsored, by 
united front forces. 

RUBIN then named several cardinal problems 
facing the CP in conducting its youth work, such as: 

1. An insufficient number of theoretically 
trained youth in the districts. 

2. The problem of job security faced by 
Communist youth once they graduate 

from school and are confronted with providing 
for their families. RUBIN singled this out as 
a factor marking the turning point in 
the political lives of many Party youth. 
He said that as a result of economic 
pressure, many youth completely abandon 
all political activity. 
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3. The continuing presence of factionalism 
in the OP among both youth and adults 
has discouraged many youth from continuing 
their political activities. 

k. The CP's failure to appreciate and deal 
with youth as a special question, apart 
from other questions. 



RUBIN then proposed the following as a general 
program to resolve youth problems : 

1. Proper ideological education must be 
instituted to show correct methods of 
'conducting inter-Party struggle, such 
as how to treat criticism and self- 
criticism correctly; how to see the aims 
of both; how to recognize factionalism and 
the dangers it poses; correct interpretation 
of the CP general line in defining the 
youth question. 

2. He said youth clubs free of factionalism 
must be established where the Party youth 
can learn to work together harmoniously, 
adding that the very life of the CP 
depends 00 them. 

'3. Establish a CP youth commission in New York. 

4. Sponsor a meeting of all CP youth in New 
Ycrk to be addressed by GUS HALL on CP 
standards of behavior and focusing of the 
specific manifestation of factional activity. 

5. Charge the "Control Committee" now in 
existence in the CP or else a newly 
formed committee with the responsibility 
to investigate and take action against 
youth who are responsible for the 
factionalism in the youth movement. 
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RUBIN cautioned the CP not to attempt to 
utilize CP youth in every activity and issue that the 
adults in the CP are working on. He said rather, they 
should direct youth activity towards, problems connected 
specifically with youth. RUBIN said that if the CP 
attempts to expend youth on adult problems, then youth 
work "far from gaining in the long run may actually decline." 

RUBIN next proposed the following : 

1. There be a youth cadre training program 
established in each CP district. 

2. The youth question should receive specific 
and continuing attention, as well as 
discussion, at all CP club meetings. 
JRUKTN noted that there is a need for a 
youth o££ar.S&atlon and for a "bigger flow?' of 
youth into the CP, as well as a need 

• > for a bigger participation by youth in 
democratic youth organizations. 

RUBIN said that "we have not succeeded" in 
building a. youth organization and that a new National 
Organizing committee would help to remedy the situation. 
He , said the xjuestion has come up as to how the youth 
organization has described itself, noting that in New 
York, both Party and non- Party youth prefer the '!for 
socialism" approach. 

RUBIN then offered ,the following resolution 
to be voted on at instant meeting: 

"We favor a. youth organization that expresses 
its support for socialism, but at the same 
time, by every means possible, makes youth 
<not committed to socialism,, feel at home 
as participants and/or members." 
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In concluding, RUBIN requested that a vote be 
taken regarding the postponing of the National Youth 
Conference (scheduled for December) to be hfcld in mid-March 
or April. 

JACK STACHEL commented that RUBIN'S report 
was comprehensive and he stressed that the absence of 
the youth organization is holding back all of Jhe 
Party's youth work. STACHEL said that the hesitation on 
building a youth organization should end^ immediately. 
STACHEL was not in favor of postponing the National Youth 
Conference because this would be a negative action. 

IRVING POTASH agreed with STACHEL and pointed 
out that two things are holding the Party back; one being 
factionalism and the other the absence of a national organiza- 
tion. POTASH urged more support for DANNY (RUBIN) and 
youth by the "center". He said that he was against the 
postponement of the National Youth Conference, commenting 
that all that we have had for the past two years has been 
postponement. He urged the holding of the youth conference 
in December and proceeding from there. 

POTASH also criticized the first issue of 
"New Horizons" as being without life, and not dealing 
with .youth. 

CARL WINTER commented that he was in favor of a 
socialist youth organization in the United States and 
not a caricature of one. WINTER felt that the problem 
regarding youth organization is that "we" do not allow 
youth to run it. He urged the creation of a Party youth 
division. 

CARL WINTER stated that the biggest obstacle in 
New York is factionalism but that factionalism exists only 
in New York and is not a general problem within the Party. 

JAMES WEST stated that RUBIN'S report was very 
good and suggested that within the next sis;, months, goals 
should be set in order to recruit new members and 
obtain more subscribers for the youth newspaper, "New Horizons . 
Informant advised that the meeting adjourned at this point, ^ 
and no attempt was made to vote on the proposals made by RUBIN. 
Meeting to reconvene 10:30 am, 9/28/60.

Second Day's Session - 9/29/60 

ANTON KRCHMAREK was elected Chairman of this day's 
session. The first apeaker was MICKEY LIMA, and his remarks 
are as follows: 

A socialist youth organization should be based upon 
certain principles: 

1. Bring in a Marxist analysis and attitude 
regarding youth issues. 

2. Base itself on the working class as the basic 
olass of society. 

3. Have a positive attitude toward socialism 
where it already exists. 

il . Base itself on the fight for Negro rights in 
the United States. 

The CP, California District, has discussed the 
question of national youth centers and hss cautioned 
that these not be competitive to the organizations that 
are developing but should give leadership and direction 
to them. Legality rf the CP presents a key problem to 
youth. Some forces are successfully convincing youth 
that they could do better work by remaining outside the 
CP and so avoid carrying the burden of legality. The 
CP must recognize problems that a socialist youth organi- 
zation will need and must endeavor to provide it with all 
possible protection; The youth organization should, be 
sponsored by "people who have status." 

DANNY ROBIN folbwed LIMA and called for the 
establishment of a strong youth organizing committee to 
end the problem of "indef initeness" which is a major 
concern to many youths. 

DOROTHY HEALEY was critical of RUBIN'S report 
for failing to present a currerfc picture of experiences and 
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activities in the youth field. She mentioned that in 
Southern California within the last nine months there have 
been formed a number of Marxist teen-age and young adult 
groups. She specifically noted that one group had been 
formed comprising approximately kO young Mexican-American 
youth under the auspices of the (American?) Committee for 
the Protection of the Foreign Born, which group centers 
its activities around the McCarran Act and around the 
defense of their own parents . ' Another Mexican-American 
teen-age group centers its activities around "intercultural 
relationships." An independent students Union, first 
organized around the CHESSMAN case, now continues to fight 
for civil rights . Youth have strong feelings on questions 
of security and many have indicated an interest "in 
participating without Joining." The CP faces stiff 
competition from other socialist youth organizations which 
enjoy the advantage of legality. HEALEY mentioned that 
"our Board" considered the youth outline contradictory and 
further "concurred unanimously" that the CP is not allowing 
sufficient time for the development of a youth force. 
HEALEY mentioned that there is an absence of factionalism 
in Los Angeles and that in that area there is no connection 
with the CALL group. 

HY LUMER stated that the CP must move now on 
setting up a socialist youth organization or lose valuable 
opportunity presented by the present day situation. The 
CP must not minimize Trotskyite influence among the youth. 
This influence is not exercised by one central Trotskyite 
organization but rather by individual Trotskyites. The 
concensus in the CP is certain about the type of youth 
organization desired, namely socialist, rather than merely 
democratic in nature. 

LUMER favored an informal youth conference to be 
held at some time in the future, at which conference 
informal discussions could take place, leading to some 
national coordination and exchange and eventually to the 
formation of a national youth convention which would set 
up a national socialist youth organization. LUMER cautioned 
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that factionalism among youth poses a serious problem and 
deserves further investigation. 

The floor was then opened to motions and proposals. 
WEST proposed that the NEC reiterate its decision for a 
national youth conference to establish an organizing 
committee. He suggested that the conference be convened 
at the earliest possible date, preferably, at the end of 
the year. He stated further that the final date for the 
conference should be set by youth directors after consul- 
tation with the National Secretariat . The character of 
the hew youth organization is to be socialist in content 
and youthful in its forms. How this is expressed in the 
organization's constitutional programs and aims must be 
thoughtfully considered and must take into account all the 
procedures and problems within the contents of the present 
world situation. All CP districts are to work out patterns 
of new youth organization to help build "New Horizons 
and further build Party youth clubs and commissions to 
work more effectively to carry out the Party's mass policies 
among youth. 

IRVINQ POTASH offered an alternative proposal. 
He said the CP favors a conference of youth in December, 
for the purpose of setting up an organizing committee 
whose objective shea Id be the formation of a socialist 
youth organization upon the young people who agree on the 
socialist objectives or support any of the organization's 
activity and immediate objectives. 

BEN DAVIS proposed convening a national organizing 
conference for the purpose of setting up a socialist youth 
organization - this organization to be based upon certain 
main principles: 

1. Have a sympathetic relationship to the labor 

movement . 

2. Have a sympathetic relationship to the Negro 
peoples struggle and the colonial struggle. 
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3. Have a sympathetic relationship to the new 
social system. DAVIS said that this implied a sympathetic 
relationship with the CP. 

DAVIS proposed that all other questions of 
organizational form he resolved in relationship to these 
three principles. 

A motion was then made to combine all three 
previous proposals into one general proposal. The motion 
was accepted with one undetermined abstention. 

CARL WINTER indicated he accepted the motion but 
noted that the CP has not yet attained a "common approach 
to the meaning of the term socialist youth organization. 
He said that the CP must clarify this question. 

The next item of the agenda was then taken up. 
It was proposed and agreed upon that the election reports 
should be given. 

MICKEY LIMA gave the first election report as 

follows: 

1 . One feature of the election was that there 
was a good deal of apathy in the labor movement and 
campaigns developing around the labor movement were not 
leading crusades among the people; 

2. Another feature of elections was the lack 

of clarity in the Party and left aggressive forces on policy. 
Only recently has the Party begun to achieve unity regarding 
the election policy; 

3. Peace and foreign policy have emerged as 
major issues; 

4. There are fewer alternatives for the Party 
and left progressives to engage in the elections because 
there are no Party candidates and very few labor progressive 
candidates; 
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5. Issues have emerged in this election in a 
major way such as peace, civil rights, anti-labor legislation 
aha the struggle to abolish the HUAC, and unemployment; 

6. The Party has not been too successful in 
finding the "handle" whereby they can educate the masses 
with regard to the farmer-labor party. 

In California the labor movement has endorsed 
the KENNEDY -JOHNSON ticket even though they had to, go to 
some lengths in order to embellish KENNEDY as a labor 
candidate. It would be very .surprising if KENNEDY were 
defeated in California. 

LIMA continued that there was general acceptance 
of the statement put out by the NEC on the elections; 
however, it lead to confusion as to what was meant by the 
statement. Among the interpretations of this statement 
were: Defeat NIXON, at all costs; that KENNEDY was bad but 
NIXON was worse; sit out the elections. 

California had an eleection conference and more 
time was spent on clarity of policy than analysis of the 
election situation itself. At this conference it was 
decided that: 1.) It should. be made clear that the Party 
does not support either candidate ; 2.) The importance of 
the mass issues, especially peace, requires the Party 
participation; 3.) The Party has to recognize where the 
mass base of the Democratic Party is and not isolate 
ourselves from these individuals. 

LIMA commented that at the aforementioned election 
conference a five-point guide was also presented which 
resulted in the greatest unity achieved thus far. LIMA 
then said that he would read the five -point guide. 
It was as follows: 
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"1. That members of PjP 10 ^ .^iSLSSSS 868 
of the unions and other organizations shall participate 

of the candidate, platforms-no. 

"2. Where there are candidates who stand to he 

of independent committees. 

»3. We must use the present situation, to 
illustrate the forces with whom we associate ana «"| 
Jossihility of labor and its allies continuing to accept 
thlstatus quo without developing some independent form 
both within the two-Party system as well as outside of it. 

"We must present the question of the labor P«§r 
or farmer-lSbor party as a possible alternative but not the 
only alternative to independent action. 

"U. we must show more initiative in Proposing 
various forms of activity around issues particuarly on 
the peace issue. 

"5. It is absolutely necessary that we Present 

elections." 

SAM DAVIS praised the NEC statement on the 
elections and Said that it was very effective and has 
relSlted'in an increase of activity by IfJJPg^ 0 
the campaign. DAVIS recommended that the campaign o* 
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COYA KNUTSON (PH) receive the Party's recognition and 

support. He explained that after her defeat for 

re-election she was not heard from until "one of our 

comrades, a man widely known in the 9th District and 

also among farmers throughout the State, urged her to 

come bade and fight." According to DAVIS, in specific 

campaigns "we" were a factor in the election of BURDICK 

and "we" talked LASKOVITZ (PH), Mayor of Pargo, out of 

running for Governor as an Independent. According to 

DAVIS, in South Dakota, MC GOVERN (PH), who is running 

against MUNDT, is making a good run and "we" should find 

some way to help him. With respect to Representative 

WALTER JUDD, DAVIS commented "we" will do everything 

to expose him and DAVIS then characterized JUDD as an "unadulterate 

goldwater fascist." 

DAVIS continued that in Minneapolis, Negro Party 
membership consists of only two families but the Party has 
a very good reputation and many connections in Minneapolis. 
For example, six or seven months ago a Negro social worker 
told a middle-class group in the YWCA that prime credit 
for the fact that there are so many Negro teachers in the 
Minneapolis schools belongs to the Communist Party. He 
attributed this to the fact that the Communists initiated 
a petition campaign to get Negro teachers in the schools . 
According to DAVIS this social worker stated that he, as 
chairman of the NAACP at that time, warned his people not 
to sign- these petitions but they signed them anyhow. 
The soc ial worker admitted that he was wrong in telling 
his people not to sign the petitions because the Negro 
people are not so strong that they can afford to kick 
anyone in the teeth who wants to help them. DAVIS cited 
as another example Party contacts in the Minneapolis 
area - the fact that two of the top members of the NAACP 
Convention in St. Paul had a caucus with CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT. 
DAVIS concluded that the Party must realize in. its 
recruitment that security is a very important matter with 
regard to the Negro people because there have been many 
casualties among the Negro people for security reasons. 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON said that some CP members are 
functioning in the Democratic Party and have a tendency 
to make a heavy campaign for KENNEDY with the idea that he will 
make STEVENSON his Secretary of State. JOHNSON noted that 
he and MILDRED MC ADORY will have to go to court because their 
petitions have been rejected. He described their campaign^ 
as having been beneficial to the Party in that they had had 
productive street meetings with good audiences and throughout 
the campaign remained a distinct Party. He said that 
the campaign developed "our" relationship with the Cubans 
and Puerto Ricans and helped to regain old contacts. He 
commented that the experience gained by the Party in this 
campaign will be useful in the municipal campaign next year. 
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BEN DAVIS gave the report on the sub- committee 
on elections as follows: 

Clarification of the general line of the Party on 
elections was necessary. While the Party had stated it was 
endorsing neither candidate, it had encouraged a rejection 
of American foreign policy. In DAVIS 1 opinion, this 
inferred an endorsement of KENNEDY. DAVIS feels peace is the 
central overall issue of the election campaign. The presence 
of foreign peace makers such as KHRUSHCHEV in the United 
States has helped to raise the issue shaxply to the 
American people, and even though KENNEDY and NIXON follow 
a reactionary policy, the activities in the UN have forced 
them to respond more fully to the peace question. 

With respect to the election boycott, the CP 
should not give the impression it favors any "sitting 
out" of the election. The Party should follow (A. PHILLIP) 
RANDOLPH'S position of not supporting either Presidential 
candidate but of encouraging activity on local levels. The 
type of activities in support of peace affairs should be 
encouraged. A "non-partisan" committee for a fundamental 
change in American foreign policy" should be established. 

Protest votes cast for such parties as the SWP 
are wasted votes and in no way votes for peace. With 
respect to the religious issue, the CP has not stated 
its feeling on religious bigotry fully enough and should 
make it clear that it would not support either candidate 
regardless of his religion. 

The Party should issue a statement indicating that 
if it had been able to run candidates, the candidates would 
have been (GUS) HALL for President and someone such as (JAMES) 
JACKSON, (WILLIAM) PATTERSON or (BEN) DAVIS for Vice 
President . 

DAVIS made the following proposals: 
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1. The Party prepare a petition to the UN on 
rights of minority parties in the United States, exposing 
the fact that there is no political freedom in the United 
States. 

2. DAVIS and HALL undertake a tour throughout 
the country, speaking on election issues . 

3. The Party make efforts to influence independent 
forces on the mass issues such as peace, civil rights, social 
welfare, etc. 

4. Every effort , should be made to keep MILLIE 
(MC ADORY) on the ballot. 

5. The NEC should draft a statement in line 
with my approach and the proposals made by SAM (DAVIS) 
and MICKEY (LIMA) and circulate it throughout the Party 
as a whole. 

6. The Party should give attention to post 
election developments in order to guarantee that independent 
action of the masses can be ready to place pressure on the 
first session of Congress . * 

7. The Party election platform be published as 
a flyer in "The worker," pointing out that lack of 
finances and time prevented it from being published 

as a pamphlet.

DOROTHY HEALEY stated that the CP needs active 
intervention in local campaigns especially on the UN and the 
peace question. She pointed out, however, that it is most 
difficult to develop activity in local campaigns when there 
is the absence of national activity. 

HEALEY indicated that a group (not identified) 
in California has the permission of (NORMAN) THOMAS and, 
(A. PHILLIP) RANDOLPH to conduct a write-in campaign for 
president and vice president, respectively. HEALEY 
felt that the Party should support this campaign . 

GEORGE MEYERS next reported that the NEC 
election resolution was well received and was effective in 
his district (Baltimore) . He said his district was^active 
in the voter registration campaign, especially in the 
Negro community. He said that youth were particularly 
active in this phase and talked to the people they had 
registered concerning the issue rather than the individual 
candidates. MEYERS felt that there was no apathy existing 
regarding the campaign pointing out that people wishing to 
register waited on line as long as an hour and one half 
in order to become registered. MEYERS stated that among 
"national group people" who were either former CP members 
or at least close to the CP, the sentiment expressed was 
for the CP to support (Senator) KENNEDY. He noted that 
these groups fear a renewal of attack on the foreign 
bom by (Vice President) NIXON. MEYERS urged the Party 
to pressure (Senator) KENNEDY to take a better position 
and he, MEYERS, called for the issuance of a CP platform 
which he said was long overdue. 

JAMES WEST stated that NIXON is favored in Illinois 
at the moment, pointing out that many leading forces, such 
as the Negro Voters League are campaigning for NIXCN and 
LODGE. In contrast, WEST stated that the Democratic Party 
is concentrating its forces on the lower election level 
such as gubernatorial and state offices. 
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WEST pointed out that the issues cf civil 
rights and peace have virtually disappeared from the 
campaign. He said the CP must revive the interest 
in these issues. He said the CP must be clear in its 
policy statement as to what it wants. 

ANTON KRCHMAREK said that there was a record 
voter registration in the Cleveland area and the 
pressure of economics was reflected in the public polls 
wherein the unemployed favor KENNEDY by 85& the stock 
market group favor KENNEDY by 18$, and the old age group 
favor KENNEDY by 65#. 

KRCHMAREK stated that KENNEDY and the Democratic 
Party have adopted a new campaign tactic whereby KENNEDY 
returns to areas previously visited as a sort of saturation 
program to gain support. He said the Democratic Party is 
concentrating its attention on eleven Industrial states 
which represent a majority of the electoral votes. 

In conclusion, KRCHMAREK indicated that his 
district (Cleveland) was in complete agreement with the 
NEC resolution on elections. 

IRVING POTASH said that there has been a 
certain polarization of forces, noting that the peace 
and disarmament forces support KENNEDY, whereas 
the reactionary forces, such as the Southern Democrats 
and proponents of the Landrum-Griffith Bill support 
NIXON . * 

POTASH pointed out that the CP should stress 
that a defeat of NIXON would be a defeat of the cold 
war policies of the administration. He said the 
Party faces the problem, however, of avoiding outright 
supper t of KENNEDY and must deal with it by organizing 
all types of pressure on both candidates, especially 
KENNEDY, regarding the Issues of peace, disarmament, 
peaceful co-existence, civil rights, etc. He said that 
the Party must do all that it can to stimulate and 
condition individual opinion makers to speak out on 
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foreign policy. He noted that in the US there is a 
growing sentiment for a labor party which he said 
is growing out of an apathy towards and distrust for 
the present two parties. He said that the CP must 
further stimulate this dissent and distrust. 

MICKEY. LIMA stated that the events at the UN 
have influenced the election campaign and that the 
US at present is in a state of flux regarding foreign 
policy, consequently both parties hesitate to 
take definite foreign policy positions . He felt that the 
Party must Urge both candidates to declare their positions 
on foreign policy. 

Regarding independent political action, LIMA 
felt that the central task of the CPwas to urge these 
forces to put forth a labor-farmer oriented third 
party. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON said that the chief aim of 
the CP is not to expel Dixiecrats from the Democratic 
Party, but rather to pressure the federal government to 
exercise its power to enforce the constitution in 
curbing civil rights violations by Dixiecrats. He said 
Negro masses are vitally Interested in how the federal 
government will protect their rights. PATTERSON stated 
that impeachment proceedings against some of these 
Dixiecrats would have a tremendous mobilizing force. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT remarked that while the Party 
policy on the elections Is sound, the CP must not rule out 
the possibility that circumstances may cause It to shift 
tactics. The UN and the economic situation contain 
possibilities of certain shifts In the campaign. 

CARL WINTER praised the NEC election statement 
as a sound clear guide for the Party. He statedthat with 
regard to apathy, it exists more in the ranks of the Party 
rather than with the masses and the Party could create 
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new instruments which would instill enthusiasm among the 
masses. WINTER stated that the Party could not allow 
itself to be diverted into a boycott (on elections), 
rather the positive contribution it could make is to 
throw its forces into insurgent and independent movements. 
He remarked that at the regional conference in Chicago it 
was proposed that the Party has to overcome the lethargy 
in its own ranks and this can be done by mobilizing its 
clubs to "get out" the vote on election day and use its 
activity to develop the significance of the issues . It was 
also proposed that the Party should stimulate independent 
voters conferences. 

HY LUMER stated that, if anything, the NEC election 
statement needs elaboration, not clarification, and should 
serve as a concrete guide for the Party throughout the 
country. He urged the Party to study both the Democratic 
and Republican Party platform dealing with the economic 
programs . 

CIARENCE HATHAWAY remarked that the question now 
is how to put into effect the line adopted in the NEC 
statement. He stated that "The Worker 1 ' editorials should 
recognize the fact that while calling for pressure on both 
candidates, the Party is principally able to influence 
those individuals supporting KENNEDY. 

GEORGE MEYERS stated that he was not satisfied 
with the discussion and felt that, without it being said, 
there was a "watering down" of the fight on issues and an 
all out support of KENNEDY. 

BEN DAVIS agreed with MEYERS that the discussion 
was unsatisfactory and stated he felt there were two trends 
prevailing: 1. a trend to "almost" support KENNEDY; and 
2. there is a "strain" to find some way to support KENNEDY. 
He remarked the biggest thing that is tying the working 
class to the Democratic Party is not KENNEDY but the 
economic, issues. DAVIS, added that the Party must know how 
to encourage the "tender shoots" of independent factions, 
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distorted though they may be, and that farsightedness is 
important on the part of leadership, 

OUS HALL commented that the Soviet proposals for 
the end of colonialism are a rallying point for all the peoples 
of the world* The struggle for peaceful co-existence and 
relaxation of world tensions will continue despite temporary 
setbacks. The Soviet Union will find ever new forms to push 
this struggle to higher levels ♦ The struggle for disarmament 
will be a continuous one. The economic report made by HY 
LUMER to the Secretariat is a very important report and copies 
of it are being forwarded to each District. Each District 

that are developing in the capitalist world, such as the rise 
of West German capitalism, HALL stated tfcat as these problems 
develop, division will oe sharper among the capitalist 
countries and will have political consequences which the 
Party should be aware of in its mass activities. Discussions 
in the UN have caused confusion in the ranks of the liberals, 
progressives and in the ranks, of the CP, and this points up 
the need for clear leadership and greater ideological work. 
The need at the present time is for plans that are realistic 
because being unrealistic causes defeatism in the Party. 
With regard to KHRUSHCHEV 1 s visit, the Party could not have 
the same approach to KHRUSHCHEV'S first visit which it has 
to his present visit because on the first visit, KHRUSHCHEV 
was a guest of the United States Government and because it 
was important that nothing be done to unfavorably affect 
the Summit Conference. Today KHRUSHCHEV pounded the table 
at the UN and interrupted the speaker. This shows a 
different approach than before the Summit Conference and the 
CP cannot ignore this difference in its tactical approach. 

With regard to elections, HALL stated there are 
some weaknesses in the policy statement, but it is 
basically correct as to the general situation we face. 
The main weakness is in the Party itself in its' ideological 
and political facets. There are some wrong ideas in the 
Party about the essence of what is Communist electoral 
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DOllcy and Its role. HALL stated it is not enough, for.- 
Communists to get candidates, votes,, and to get on the 
ballot. There are bourgeois concepts of the electoral 
'role of the Party . Communist electoral policy is to 
raise the level of political Understanding of the masses. 
The second weakness of the Party in election work is lack 
of understanding of Communist leadership in depth. As 
an example of lack of leadership in depth, HALL said that 
in the HENRY WALLACE campaign, the Party Isolated its 
people in masses that were not ready for them. The CP 
should also have had Comrades working in the Democratic 
Party. An example of leadership in depth would be the 
Party having Comrades work in a third party, as well as in 
the Democratic Party. Party policy must take, into considera: 
tion the level of the masses. That, is depth and not surface 
leadership. The Party should launch a campaign to force 
Senator KENNEDY to discuss certain issues in the next debate 
(with NIXON) . BEN DAVIS is correct in his conclusion_that 
apathy and inactivity is a non-CommUnist approach to this 
election. 

Regarding the question of the struggle, for peace 
and the role of the Party, HALL said another weakness of 
the Party is its inability to transmit ideas into activity.. 
The Party must get away from generalizations about mass 
activities and cliches which, it hides behind. Each club 
must concretely examine, why they are not in a position 
to influence the masses. The Party must develop the 
ability to initiate mass activity rather than waiting 
£or it to spontaneously develop. The Party must not 
underestimate the Chinese situation. In. New England and 
New Jersey, there are pockets of open resistance to the 
Party line. The Party must not ignore the influence of 
Trotskyism which is long overdue, fcra clarification. 
Some elements In the Party have open connections with 
.the Trotskyites which is not permissible in the Party. 
Trotskyite literature is read very widely by Party members 
and the Trotskyite paper is being sent free 'of charge to 
the Districts. This results in "anti-Sovietism." The 
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Party must find ways of raising the struggle against 
Trotskyism. Sections of the Party are influenced by 
right revisionist elements which results in "sitting it 
out and waiting." The Party cannot have relations 
with people who left the Party and slander and attack 
the Paty. ALEXANDER . BITTELMAN 1 s recently published 
book is a vicious challenge to the line and policy of 
the Party. 

JACK STACHEL proposed that the Party reaffirm 
the resolution adopted at the last NEC meeting on the elections 
and that furtherdevelopments of this work be strengthened 
along the line of QUS HALL'S report. STACHEL also proposed 
that all concrete questions of implementing the election 
campaign, which run contrary to the main resolution, be 
reported for implementation within the next week, by the 
Election Committee, the Org. Department and the Secretariat. 

: The informant reported that a discussion ensued 

and STACHEL' s motion was unanimously adopted. 
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Third Day's Session, 9/30/60 

MICKEY LIMA was elected Chairman for this day's 
session and the agenda was announced as follows: 

1 . Report by PHIL BART on organizational matters . 

2. Report by HY LUMER on the New England District 

3. The election of a Membership Commission. 

4. A report on the physical condition of HENRY 



WINSTON. 



5. Report on situation in New York District. 



Informant advised that GUS HALL objected to the 
fifth point being placed on the agenda, saying that a 
separate committee from the Secretariat is to report on this 
situation at a later date. MICKEY LIMA, however, objected 
to HALL's comments, saying that the situation in the New York 
District is affecting the entire CP and the NEC should be 
aware as to how it is being handled. It was indicated that 
the fifth point would remain on the agenda. 

PHIL BART then gave his organizational report. 
He said that certain changes in the structure of Party 
organization have been considered for some time. 'We' 
are not proposing a fundamental change in the Party's 
structure. However, such changes should be made which 
would be beneficial. BART cited the fact that the Party 
membership has dropped in the past five to ten years (ho 
figures given) and a uniformity in organization is necessary. 



follows: 



BART then listed the organizational problems as 



1. There exists a large inner structure which 
requires a tremendous cadre just to service this structure.

2. There are cumbersome convention structures 
wherein time and decisions are lost due to County, 
District and National Conventions. 

3. The best forces of the Party are drawn into 
the County, District and National organization and, as a 
result, the least number of forces are left to the clubs. 

BART was of the opinion that some administrative 
bodies could be eliminated such as "some section and county 
organizations." 

BART stated that the Industrial Club was originally 
set up as a transitional organization, but the shop club is 
the basic organization of relationship with workers in 
industry. He said that he was not proposing to abolish 
all industrial clubs such as Waterfront and Transport; however, 
he thought that it could be done in a number of other places . 
BART said that the forces released could then strengthen 
Party work in other areas such as in the community club. 

BART said that such a change was long overdue in 
the Party and that it would give the Party a character as 
a working class Party. He said that discussion on this has 
been both now and in the past factional and it must be brought 
out of this level. 

BART then made the following proposals: 

1. Take all measures to assure that the club 
becomes the center of political activity, utilizing forces 
for club actisity presently tied up in other areas of 
Party work. 

2. Direct the education of Party forces to such 
ends as will help strengthen club leadership. 

3. Consider such changes which will help 
eliminate obstacles between the club and the higher 
committees of the Party. 
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h. He urged examination of industrial clubs in 
each District or State which would lead to elimination of a 
part of this form of organization and to maintain them in 
Districts or States where it is necessary. 

5. Shop clubs must once again take their right- 
ful place in the Party. This requires regular and 
consistent attention by all levels of leadership. 

6. He proposed that youth clubs be maintained as 
they are for the present and that nationality groups clubs 
be maintained wherever they exist. 

JAMES WEST said that he agreed wjth BART's 
recommendation saying that this is an important and 
critical problem forthe Party. He said that in Illionols, 
"we" concluded that "our" setup was "ideal for red tape, 
lots of talk and no action." WEST saB that in Illinois, 
the Illinois State Committee voted to abolish all sections 
in Chicago with the exception of two "special ones," the 
National Groups Section and the Loop Section . WEST stated 
that in the Industrial Division we have taken the "heart 
out of the Party" and separated it from the Party. 

He said the shop club situation is pitiful. All 
Party clubs in the past felt that they had a role to play, 
but that does not exist today. The Party is non-existent 
in South Chicago, non-existent in the "near West side,' 
very weak in the "near North" and very weak in the South 
areas, (it is believed that all the above refers to the 
-Chicago area) . 

WEST stated that the Party has an ideological 
problem as well as a problem of organizational regrouping. 
He felt that "we" face the problem of a certain kind of 
"shock groups" or special groups in order to go into South 
Chicago to re-win that base because without it the Party 
would not be able to find an opening into steel and auto .

BETTY GANNETT stated that the Party needs a 
real scientific study to determine where it stands and the 
organizational structure of the Party needs a more thorough 
examination. She said there are many problems in relation 
to the clubs and the work of the individual and because 
of the lack of work by the individual, the club does not 
grow. She also commented that in most of the Party 1 s 
clubs there is a lack of leadership and the club 
leadership currently existing has no relationship with 
the community or with the individual comrades* She 
said "our" clubs do not have a point of concentration. 
In the Party 1 s community clubs they do not have an area 
in which they constantly and systematically work. She 
said that the division between the problems of the working 
class and labor with the Party as a whole, has grown 
wider than it has ever been in the past. 

DOROTHY HEAIEY stated that one of the things 
to be singled out is that the Party has been devoid 
of giving to "our comrades" an understanding of what 
the Party is talking about when it refers to Marxism- 
Leninism. She said that the Painty needs a more 
fundamental discussion as to the nature and character 
of the Party as regards its immediate tasks and its 
long-range tasks. 

She said the Party cannot start only at the 
bottom, but must also start at the top as regards our methods 
of organization and our relationships and division of work. 

ANTON KRCHMAREK stated that the Ohio District 
faces a peculiar problem in that its district encompasses 
so maray large industrial areas which demand the services of 
full-time CP organizers. He said that the Party does not 
have sufficient forces to meet the demand satisfactorily. 
He noted that the district organization is experimenting 
with many organizational problems in an effort to resolve 
the problem. KRCHMAREK felt that the Party is making head- 
way in finding methods to recruit membership and build the 
type of Party organization desired 
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CARL WINTER expressed disaatisfactlon with the 
Party's preoccupation with the question of "organizational 
forms" and said that the Party's only task is to release 
the membership in order to do mass work. He accused the 
Party of lagging far behind organizational possibilities 
because they get in their own way. WINTER called for 
emphasis being placed on clubs and for abolishment of the 
'I intermediate stage and forms of organization collected from 
^he past." WINTER said that the NEC has the special 
responsibility to clear the road and free the membership in 
qrder to use the Party's resources. He accused the Party 
leadership of "hoarding" too many resources at the top, saying 
that top level decisions "trickle down" to the bottom of the 
P,arty and much is lost of their force. 

He said the Party membership must end the 
impression that the clubs are "excess baggage" by taking 
actions which show that the leadership is for the membership 
and not the other way around. He said that the present-day 
CP organization is "entirely different" from the Party 
organization in the past and that it must convince the 
membership that it has their best interests at heart. 

An individual believed to be SAM DAVIS criticized 
any NEC members who do not belong to any CP clubs and do 
n6t pay dues to any club. He said his own experiences as a 
member of a CP club in his district has proved rewarding and 
recommended that other national leaders of the Party could 
profit from following a similar action. He remarked that 
he had been forewarned about the proposed reorganization of 
the CP organization, specifically about the dissolution 
of the Industrial Division, but tb± he was not disturbed 
about it. He said that certain national leaders of the 
Party will rely upon district leaders in order to effect 
this dissolution in the best possible manner taking 
into account the particular problems and situations 
encountered in each district. He agreed that the Party 
has become the "Party of the comfortable" and that it 
must struggle to regain its former status as the "Party of 
the poor" in order to better reach the masses of the working 
class. 
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The Individual believed to be DAVIS, in commenting 
upon the Negro question, noted that the "Negro Voters League 
in the twin cities" (believed referring to Minneapolis ana 
St. Paul) numbers a membership of approximately 250 persons 
and that this "fine" total was due to the great work done by 
an "outstanding woman who is not a Comrade." He further 
characterized this woman and her husband as being professional 
workers" and noted that to keep the "FBI away from her door 
careful methods" had to be adopted to contact her. He was 
pleased by the fact that "some Negro Comrades in Chicago have 
found ways and means of coming in contact with her. 

The individual believed to be SAM DAVIS when 
questioned about the number of Negro CP members in this 
"Negro Voters League" said that there are none to his 
knowledge but if there are they have joined very recently. 

Concerning an objection rated to forming an 
exclusively Negro CP club, the individual believed to be 
SAM DAVIS felt that this was not only proper but 
necessary considering the problem of security as well 
as other peculiar problems faced by Negro Comrades. He 
pointed out that a parallel exists in Michigan where 
Polish Comrades have insisted on an exclusively Polish 
CP club where everyone would know everyone else, and 
there would be no security problem. He felt that the 
Party must extend this same national groups privilege 
to Negroes for the same reason, explaining that this 
would make it possible for the CP to recruit Negroes 
on a group scale, especially from the community. 

BEN DAVIS made the following proposals concerning 
PHIL BAR^s report: 

1. The report be placed as a major point of 
discussion at the next NO- meeting. 

2. The NEC adopt the general orientation of 
BART's report.

3. The NEC agree with the approach of the 
specific proposals made. 

informant advised that the above proposals were 

adopted. 

HY LUMER next reported on the New England District 
situation. He said the New England leadership, has taken a 
position in direct defiance of Party policy on the election 
and the peace issues. LUMER said that he had attended a 
District Committee meeting in New England and HOMER (CHASE) 
had presented documents opposed to the national Party b 
electoral policy. LUMER said that HOMER (CHASE) wanted 
to call a special convention or National Committee meeting 
in order to reverse the Party »s policy on the election. LUMER 
said that because of this there has been no organized activity 
regarding the election issue In the New England District. 

LUMER commented that the New England District had 
issued a newsletter which attacked (ADLAI) STEVENSON^as 
being an enemy of Cuba. LUMER then referred to another 
newsletter put out by the New England District, which he 
said called for aboycott of the presidential fi e ££J° n !. 
which is contrary to the Party policy. He said that the 
Dorchester (ph) club, the largest one in Boston, had refused 
to circulate the first newsletter and, as a result, were 
charged by the New England Board with factionalism. 

LUMER said that in the New England District 
Committee meeting "they" set up a "Control Commission 
consisting of five members, four of which supported HOMER 
(CHASE) and their purpose is to take up disciplinary action, 
including expulsion against leading Comrades (apparently 
in New England District) no longer active in Party work . 
LUMER charged that HOMER'S (CHASE) position is that 
(Senator) KENNEDY is a war monger and that the Party's ; 
election resolution is actually an endorsement of KENNEDY. 
LUMER said that HOMER, (CHASE) charges that the Party leadership 
is "revisionist" and "liquidationist" and both the Secretariat 
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and >the NEC are "usurpers" of power . LUMER said that HOMER 1 s 
position is that the NEC does not have the right to make 
decisions concerning District policy. 

LUMER said that HOMER'S (CHASE) attitude is an 
open challenge to the national leadership and a display of 
"irresponsibility," LUMER commented that he gave his 
report concerning the New England, situation to the 
Secretariat who decided the following: 

1. A letter will be sent to the New England 
membership calling upon, them to repudiate the actions of 
HOMER and his associates and tp support the Party and its 
policies .. 

2. Send a Comrade into the New England District 
to meet with clubs and the groups to prepare for a meeting 
of the whole 'district committee, which would be .attended by 
a special committee consisting of himself, (LUMER) , GUS 
(HALL) and BEN (DAVIS) in order to organize a district 
conference . 

3. The. case of HOMER (CHASE) be presented to 
the next NC meeting with the proposal that- he be removed 
from all Party posts . 

Informant advised that following the discussion 
of HOMER. CHASE and the. New England situation, it was agreed 
by unanimous vote that the; proposals of the Secretariat 
by accepted. 

PHIL BART stated that there is an urgent need to 
elect a "membership commission" but felt that a. "Control 
Commission" should be. elected first as there is a need 
for order in the Party. He said this committee, should 
limit itself to matters of discipline. (Informant, advised 
that at this point BART utilized the added security of the 
blackboard in identifying the lhdiviSuals on the; "Control 
Commission")*..

BEN DAVIS made the comment that there was an 
obvious need for such a committee and that careful 
consideration would have/to be given to those Comrades 
who were to be, placed on the committee* 

WILLIAM' WEINSTONE stated that the; committee Is 
worthwhile and that the tasks rather than the name was the. 
important point. He felt that the tasks of the committee 
could be worked out at the Secretariat meeting next week. 
He said the, committee should concern Itself with discipline, 
appeals and organization. He said those selected should be 
reliable, tested people In order that the Party can be proud 
of their decisions. 

Informant noted that during the discussion of this 
"Control Commission, " the added security of the blackboard 
was utilized. Following the discussion a motion was made 
and accepted that nine individuals would be on this 
"Control Commission" and it was also agreed that the "Control 
Commission" would begin acting without a name.; 

IRVING POTASH next reported on the HENRY WINSTON 
case. He said that WINSTON is going back to prison and 
WINSTON 1 s attitude in that he might as well go back 
Inasmuch as family relationship no longer has any value 
to him. POTASH stated that EDNA«s (WINSTON) association 
with anti-Party revisionists have caused a split between 
her and WINNIE. POTASH indicated that WINSTON* s damage 
suit based on criminal negligence by the federal government 
will be filed soon. He also stated that plans are, being 
made to picket the UN (no date mentioned) and to present 
a petition to the Human Rights Commission of the, UN In 
WINSTON ! s behalf. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON proposed that such a petition 
as POTASH suggested should be sent to every CP In the 
world asking that they solicit support of medical and 
ministerial societies. Jit was agreed that Information 
concerning WINSTON 1 s family situation (not leave this room). 
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It was also proposed and accepted that "proper 
greetings" be sent to BOB THOMPSON. 

Concerning the NY District situation, GUS HALL 
proposed that no report would be given at this time, but 
that the Secretariat would come to the next NEC meeting 
with a full report on the situation. BEN DAVIS commented 
that he agreed with HALL but he did not want the NEC 
members "leaving here" with the DBpresaioa that the NY 
comrades are "under a clonad," 

GUS HALL stated that there is a serious situation 
In NY and pointed out that five or six top leaders in NY 
either abstained or voted against the Party's resolution on 
peace. He said that "we" have been patient and tried to bring 
in divergent views but that period is over now. The question 
of Party unity is the central issue. HALL said that 
he would not support any comrade for any Party post unless 
he fights for unity of the Party. He said there was room 
for differences, but they had to be expressed within the 
confines of a united leadership. 

IRVING POTASH felt that HALL'S approach applied 
not only to NY, but to the Party as a whole. 

JAMES JACKSON proposed that the NEC empower GUS 
HALL and the Secretariat to take all necessary steps to 
eliminate opposition in leadership and opposition in 
executing the Party line. 

BEN DAVIS appealed to the NEC not to vote on the NY 
situation until a full report has been received, indicating 
that such a vote would be prejudicial to the NY comrades. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY Indicated agreement with GUS 
HALL'S remarks and said he saw nothing that would make a 
rational Judgment difficult. He felt that HALL'S approach 
was a basic approach to the question. 

An individual believed to be SAM DAVIS indicated 
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that HALL's remarks could apply to the Party as a whole and 
said "I welcome GUS' statement." 

DOROTHY HEALEY indicated that there was nothing 
particularly constructive in GUS« (HALL) remarks. She said 
that she was not familiar with the NY situation and thought 
that a full discussion was needed adding that she would not 
vote on something she did not understand. 

QUB HALL, apparently addressing himself to DOROTHY 
HEALEY, said that he fails to see any activities by the Party 
leadership which Justify her district's fears and reservations. 
HALL stated that a new phase transpired in the CP and the Party 
leadership must reflect that change. HALL said that in his 
opinion Party leadership discusses, too much and must apply 
itself henceforth to quicker action on concrete situations. 

MICKEY LIMA noted that two proposals were needed 
for a vote: 

1. A report of the NY situation will be 
submitted at the next NEC meeting. 

2. That the NEC concur in the approach already 
indicated by the Secretariat and contained in GUS HALL'S 
remarks. 

informant said that both proposals were 
accepted, however, BEN DAVIS abstained. 

GUS HALL then made the following announcements: 

1. That in each district committees be established 
to organize celebrations for the birthday of WILLIAM Z., 
POSTER in February, 196l. 

2. Comrade ELIZABETH (PLYNN) (?) requests 
permission to undertake an eight-month long trip whereby 
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she can visit at leisure various states for periods of a few 
weeks each. 

In concluding, HALL indicated that the next 
National Committee meeting would be held either late 
November or early December. 

Meeting adjourned at 3s 35 PM.

SOME) NEW ASPECTS OF PAfeTY O&ANIZATION 

Motions Adopted by National Executive Committee, 
September 29, I960, 



The N.E.C., at its meeting Thursday, September 29th, heard a report hy 
Phil Bart dealing with some new aspects in Party organization. 

It considered some problems concerning Party organization, especially as 
it affects the closer relationship between the club and the higher committees or 
the Party. It gave main stress towards the creation of closer ties between the 
higher committees and the club. 

The report indicated that the Eesolution on Organization adopted by ^the 
17th National Convention called for an approach which will help "liberate Itbe 
club) from the mass of administrative detail now bogging it down. 

The Party has a large apparatus which has not gone through any changes 
.although the size of our membership is smaller. There are unnecessary duplica- 
tion of committees, departnents, commissions on many levels. These numerous 
bodies serve primarily the inner committees of the organization rather than 
being of service to the club. Our Party must be so organized that it can save 
the closest ties between the national and state bodies and the clubs. 

The club must know the deliberations and conclusions of the higher 
bodies and they in turn must know the thinking and experiences of the club. 
In the final analysis, the line of the Party is tested by the club. It is 
applied concretely through daily contact with the workers in the shop and 
community. This free flow of ideas and experiences from top to bottom and 
bottom to top is what gives our Party its strength, its ability to learn from 
experience, correct mistakes and advance and improve our work. 

The 17th Convention Organization Resolution directed its attention to 
-thls-^roble m. The Peeolut ion eteted :— n -It 1 al so to foster initiative 

- from-below, The action of tte Michigan Party, (in) setting up area councils con- 
sisting of club leaders and state coisaittee members, is a commendable effort in 
this direction." 

The report further dealt with eone problems of the shop clubs and 
stressed the need of greater attention to this question by the leading com- 
mittees of the Party. 

*. The report further dealt with the industrial club. This has been dis- 
cussed in n*roy districts in the past period. It considered the advisability of 
continuing this form of organization in some areas of work and proposed that a 
large p art of our sember ship in industrial clubs sh ould be assigned to community 
clubs, with special emphasis on vorkingclaes communities . 

There' arl"'iBany reasons 1 ' for the elimination of the industrial form which 
will be discussed in the organization. Many changes in relation to the labor 
movement are taking ilace in the community. It is recognizing that the commun- 
ity is essential for developing political activity. To cite an example, the 
New York State Federation of Labor took n-te of this fact at its recent conven- 
tion. It recognized that union activities suet be extended into the areas where 
workers live. Therefore, labor political organizations will undoubtedly be formed 
in wards, precincts and election c*ietrict8. This will serve In stimulating and 
developing .labor* a political life in the coasunity and serve as a basis for 
independent actions as veil as third party covenento. 



In considering these objectives, the National Executive Committee aaoptod 
a number of motions as guidance to our Party organization. These are: 

1. To take all measures to assure that the club becomes the center of 
political activity. To examine the present utilization of its forces with the 
object of releasing many of these forces from their present assignments and 
place them at the disposal of the clubs. 

2. To direct the education of Party forces with the aim of strengthening 
club leadership. A similar approach is required in the preparation of written 

i material/ reports, etc. , the objective, being primary attention to the problems 
of the club. 

3. To consider such changes as will help eliminate intermediate forms 
of organization which stand as an obstacle between the club and the higher com- 
mittees of the Party. To create such forms which will make it possible for 
direct meetings of club leadership in a city, or sub-division of a city, with 
the leadership of districts or the national center, on a regular basis . This 
may take, the form of city central bodies, congressional, county, etc. But in 
all instances these bodies to be composed of representatives from clubs* 

We urge an examination of the industrial clubs by each district or 
state organization which will lead to the elimination of a large section of 
this form of organization; such changes to take place only after a thorough 
discussion with all comrades involved. These comrades should be assigned to 
strengthen and participate in the workingclass community clubs. 

5. The shop club must again take its rightful place as vital to a 
Marxist -I^ninist party. It should be given regular and consistent attention 
by the district leadership. The release of forces from industrial clubs should 

J5&to^it__pos_8ibIa to assign some comrades to help shop clubs. 

6. We propose > for the present, to maintain youth clubs. In the — - — 

absence of a Marxist youth organization and the neglect to "this field by our .... 
^arty, tbe youth clubs remain as a vital force in initiating and developing 
many youth activities. These clubs should receive attention by our organiza- 
tion* We also propose, where nationality group branches now exist that they 
also be maintained. In the political life of the community they play a 
constructive part. 

It is proposed that the leading committees of the Party take up these 
motions and devise the means to put them into effect.

PHIL BART opened the discussion and said that he 
was proposing that the dates for the next National Committee 
(NC) meeting be on 12/3-4/60. He indicated that the 
proposed agenda for that meeting would be something on 
,the following order: 

1. Developments and perspectives of the Party, 
which, would include the elections and peace issues. 

2. Labor and tasks of the Party, which would 
include the economic question and trade unions, 

3. A basic report by GUS HALL (subject matter 
not disclosed) to be approximately two hours in length. 

4. Four separate reports in course of discussion 
to include such matters as Negro work, economics, the Party, 
etc. 

Continuing, BART commented that approximately 42 
to '45 people would participate in the meeting and that the 
motions would be prepared in advance of the meeting and given 
to the participants when they arrive. 

HALL commented that he agreed in general to BART's 
suggestion, and indicated that there would be further 
discussion regarding the agenda. 

Continuing, HALL remarked to BART that he. had 
had a lengthy discussion recently with CARL (WINTER ?) and 
ARNOLD (JOHNSON ?). HALL said that "they" (apparently 
WINTER and JOHNSON), raised the question of CARL'S (WINTER) 
work in Michigan and. the question of JIM (possibly TORMEY) 
going into Michigan to work. HALL said that he asked them 
about BETTY (GANNETT ?) and. they were of the opinion that 
BETTY (GANNETT ?) could, do some Regional or Mid-West 
work. HALL said that he told them that he was not against 
such a. proposal but that the problem basically is one of 
finances.

Continuing, HALL stated that he had heard from 
a third party to the effect that CLAUDE (LIGHTFOOT ?) 
had spoken to both of them (apparently JIM TORMEY and 
BETTY GANNETT) and that JIM (TORMEY) was Willing 
"right away". (Informant believed that this meant that 
TORMEY was willing to accept a transfer). 

Informant advised that at this point PHIL BART 
next discussed the New York State Leadership situation but 
for the most part utilized the added security of the 
blackboard and this information was not available to the 
informant. 

GUS HALL, in answer to BART, indicated that someone 
was needed in the New York State leadership who was willing 
to work with the National (Office ?), adding that they 
needed someone there who could advise him immediately of the 
activities. HALL indicated that in his opinion the two best 
guys "we" have are ARNOLD (JOHNSON) and CLARENCE (HATHAWAY), 
but again emphasized that there must be a leadership which 
supports the national leadership. HALL further commented 
that perhaps "he" did not Understand what "I" meant when 
"I" insisted that CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) must remain (apparently 
in leadership ?). 

PHIL BART said that he agreed with HALL, but 
indicated that perhaps ARNOLD (JOHNSON ?) would come back 
into national leadership eventually. (Informant noted 
that BART again utilized the added security of the 
blackboard to emphasize his position and that this infor- 
mation was not available to the informant). 

GUS HALL remarked that part of the problem in 
the New York District is that "he" was trying to take over 
the leadership from CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) and, as a result, "we" 
must keep him under a very tight rein, adding that the reason 
"he" is so productive now is because "we" are keeping him 
tight. (It is believed that possibly HALL is referring here 
to ARNOLD JOHNSON).

Informant advised that PHIL BART next discussed 
a plan (not described) which it is hoped would increase 
Party membership by ten percent. BART said that 
following the elections "we" will start registration, 
"the materials are already out." He said that it is 
hoped that when the registration is complete, Party 
membership will be ten percent larger, adding that this 
ten percent would include recruiting and bringing back 
to the Party people who have been inactive. 

HALL then told BART that he, HALL, was planning 
to take an auto trip the greater part of this month, 
October, and possibly half of November* HALL said that 
definite plans have not been worked out, that he was still 
thinking about it and possibly would go to Ohio, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago, Minneapolis • He told BART that he had already 
spoken to SAM (DAVIS ?) that he wished to speak in 
Minneapolis (no date specified). 

BART interrupted HALL to ask him when he would 
be coming back, HALL thought possibly around the middle 
of .November. When BART told him that Election Day is 
November 8, HALL said that he would then be back by 
Election Day. (Informant advised that HALL then utilized 
the added security of the blackboard to discuss his 
pending trip but this information was not available to 
informant). 

HALL said that another thinfe that he has 
temporarily agreed upon as far as trips are concerned 
is to go to the West Coast to speak at the anniversary 
(possibly HALL is referring to the anniversary of the 
Russian Revolution in mid-October). 

HALL then told BART that he, HALL, suggested 
he use GENE 1 s (DENNIS ?)car (apparently on this 
auto trip) and added that the way "he" (DENNIS ?) 
acted you would think that "I" was trying to take 
away his house because of the fuss "he" created. HALL 
then indicated that the Party had another car but have 
not as yet gotten the license plates for it.

(It is believed that the car referred to as 
GENE' s car is the i960 blue Rambler bearing New York 
license 7U7275. The second car referred to by HALL 
in which there are no license plates is possibly the 
i960 black Mercury presently located near his residence 
and bearing no license plates), 

PHIL BART next discussed Party finances, saying 
they are planning to have a meeting on finances in the 
near future which would include the proposed fund drive 
for 1961; HALL suggested that possibly they could have 
a little "special fund drive", mentioning the possibility 
of attempting to raise $30,000. (Informant advised that 
again both HALL and BART .utilized, the added security of 
the blackboard to discuss Party finances). HALL then 
commented that possibly they could set up a drive for 
$25,000 to cover the legal committments of the Party. 
He also suggested that someone should prepare a letter 
as an appeal to the membership. HALL expressed the 
opinion that if a committee could be set up, possibly 
ROSE BAROH (PH) could be in charge. BART immediately 
objected to the suggestion of ROSE BARoN being in 
charge and said that it has to be discussed at length. 
HALL then retorted that perhaps WILL WEINSTONE or 
(WILLIAM L.) PATTERSON could take a month off from their 
other duties (apparently to work on this fund committee). 
HALL concluded by stating that "we" need a. statement of 
finances as we are not getting what we are asking for 
and there is a heed for a public appeal. 

Informant advised that due to the consistent use 
of the blackboard, it was not possible to determine if any 
final decisions were made regarding the above.
